As the vigorouis and fuccefsful Profecution of the Wat 
in AmericM leems to biiye been the great Objed ot the In- 
tcrefis and Inclination of the People of Great Britaitiy and 
as^mn Expedition to a Climate fo ^HUpt and dangerous 
muii unavoiilably be attended With an immenfe Expence, 
both of Men^nd Money, to the Nation, your Committee 
therefore confidering bow elTentialiy it muft aSed^ the 
Glory of His Majeil/s Arms, and the Jiiftice due to this 
Nation, that thofe of their Countrymen who cliearfully 
undertook a Service where the Enemy was the leaft Danger 
,^e^ 'Were e^piofcfl to, fliould. be juftly and fully paid the 
great Sums raifed to fupporc them, have thought it tlieir 
Duty to enquire into the Contraft made for fupplying His 
"Magefty's Forces', going qpon the Expe4ition with Lord 
'Caihcart^ and to examine whether it had beeri e(la))UQied 
t>n the moft ju(f ^lid advantageous Foot^ for 't'roops fb pe« 
culiarly defervihg the Care and Attention of the Publick^ 
and in proceeding therein. 

. Your Committee find that the Money, or rather the 
' CmtcncY x>{ Jamakay is of a left Value than Sterling Mo- 
' ney, and by the Examination of Merchants it appears 
that for fome Years before the Commencement of the Wat 
vriASjfaijty the Rate of Exchange between jF^w/iiV^ and 
En^Uni was from 135 to 140, but generally at 140/. very 
few Bills having, been drawn under that Rare; that is^ 
Perfons at J4>w/^is generally paid r40 /• of the Currency 
of that CountiT, for a Bill whidh entitled them or their 
Agents to it>o /• Sterling in England. 

Your Committee find that on the 9th of July 1740, 
the following Propofai was made to the Treafury for fur- 
nifhing Money at Jamaica for the Expedition under Lord 
Cathcarty by Peter Burrell and John Briflow^ Efqrs. Mem- 
bers of this Houfe.

This Propofal was the fame Day agreed toby the Com^ 
miflioners oi the Treafury ; ' the Earl : of Orford being 
-ithen prefent at the JBoard, which appears the more extra* 
ocdinary to your Cpjnmittee, becaufe the Commiffioners of 
the'Trcafury (hsd they thought fit tp enquire) riiufl have 
fottild that for fev^ral Months prepeding the Date of this 
Tropofal, all the Bills drawn from Jamaica for the Service 
of His Maj^fiy^s Kavy and Ordnance, were drawn at the 
Riite of 140 /. for lOO /• Sterling, as appears by the Appen* 
dix (No I) 

Your Committee alfo obfcrve, that at the Time of the 
Delivery oE this Propofal it could be no Secret to Mr. Sur* 
rel and Mr. Brifiow^ that the Exchange from Jamaica wai 
at 140 /• For your Committee find in the Minutes of % 
Court of Dircdors of the Sout}hSea-Company, when Mr. 
Burrellj Sub-governor, and Mr. 5rj/?aw, Deputy-governor,. 
were prefent, the following Order.

Brifldkfs, and IjJrd Caihcdrty at Mr. WHlhims's Office; have 
alfp ^ddcd his Exablination to the Others in the Appai- 
dix (No. 3.) tolwhich they beg Leave to refer. •! .-. 
. Your Committee cannot find that any Notice 0*. Inti-^ 
matlon wis given to any Perfon, except what plaiTed be- 
tween the Earl ofOrfdrd and the Contra^rs, as is before- 
mentioned, of- the Intention of the Treafury to make this 
Cpmrajft; for it -appfears by the Examination of * JWjww 
Knight^ Efq; 5(whlch is annexed in the Appendix^ N^. 4.) 
that whkn he heard, the Troopis were going tajvmaic4^ 
and "wis told the Treafury would contrad with, private 
J^erfpns'fbr paying them, he did himfelf intend to.itiakfe 
in Offy f6r fiimiihing the Money; but in very f<dw Ebys 
afteivhc heard the I'reafury had agreed with Mk^«rrr// 
iAd idrl Briftotsi at the Rate of I2q/. and he did 1^6t be^ 
lieve the Treafury ever gave any Notice of their Intentioni 
to make any fuch 'Gontrad; that- what. he exped^d Ivas 
not a fqirmal publick. Notice, but that it fliould h^vcJ bcefi 
^mthfahicated to; Merchants as he-had heard haj- been 
prafiif^d in Queen yinns Wars ;.and likd this;bden dorte^ 
he. believes feveral beiSdea *himfelf would have.npvoppied^ 
fluid • thstt he himfidK wouhl havefomiQited thcJMlcmey.it 
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130 Jsmsica Nfoney for 100 L Sterling/ and ftoiild hitie 
thought it a good mrgain, provided he coald have had the 
fame Money advanced to him, whkh he has heard was ad» 
vanced to Mr. Burrell and Mr. Brifl<m^ that after the fir A Dif* 
ficul t]r, which would be on the Arrival of the Troops, was 
over, he did not doubt but he could have contra£^d with 
the reople of the Ifland to furnilh the Money at the Rate 
of 1^7 r 9 and if the whole Money was advanced to him 
here beforehand, and he was • only to fend it over, and 
furnifh it zt Jamdica at the Rate of roofer QnU he thinks 
he ibould make 12 or 15 fer Cent, fer Annum ok the 
Sums he fiirniflied, by returning the fame Money twice in 
a Year. 

This led your Committee into a Computation of the 
Profit which might have been made on this Contraft^ 
wliich they conceive to ftand thus. 

If the Value of loo/. Sterling be fent to Jamaica in 
MoiJores, it appears they ^vill produce 143 /• 10 x. J^- 
9Ha\ca Currency ; but by this Contraft only 120 LJamaics 
Currency was to be paid at Jamaicd for every loo /• Ster* 
ling received here. To this 120/* Jamaica Currency dXl 
the neceffary Charges muft be added, which your Com- 
mittee-conceive to be I fer Cent. Commiffion, 2i per 
Cent. Infurance, i fer Cent. Freight, and i fer Cent, fou 
the Charges of Shipping*, in all 4/. 151. fer Cent, which 
on 120 Jamaica i^ttency is *^L 141. of the fame Cur- 
rency, in all -1 25/; 14/. Jamaica Currency; fo that the 
Profit *4K;"kfKmade on fending Moidores was ti|^t Diffe- 
rence betwmj, 14/. and 143/. 10 x. which*!? 17/. 
16 X. y4Wi«pta|tency, or 12/. 8x. id. Sterling out of 
every loo A'^TOrling, which is 14/. 3X. 2\d.ferCem: 
Sterling. And your Committee obferve, that it halt of 
the Sum fent had been in Six and Thirty Shilling ^l^kces^ 
and only half in Moidores, iOij|«/..Sterling fo f^t^ f^uld 
bave"]fl|^uced 141 Jamaica Currency, which iML^tij 2 /• 
lou-'^^ii^a Currency lefs than Moidores aldm would 
have pradHicd^ 

And yo^SMUoihmittce cannot help obferving, that if the 
Treafury had thought fit to fend in Moidores to Jamaita 
on the Account of the Publick the fame Sums of Money 
which they adually advanced to the Contractors, then 
every T66L Sterling fo fent would have produced 143 v 
Jamaica Currency, except what may be allowed fi>r lafi*^ 
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ranee, which your Committee is informed amounts to 
about 2 ^fer Cent on Money fent by Ships of War. N()r 
could firequent Opportunities have been wanting of fend- 
ing on Bcxird his Majefty s Ships fuch farther fupplies of 
Money as might at any Time have been neceffary tor that 
Service. But if it had been thought more advifcablc to 
have fupplied Part of, this Expence by Draughts from 
thence^ iherc can be no Doubt but that the Deputy Pay 
Mafter, being furniflied with a proper Proportion of vSpcde 
from hence, would have been able to keep up the Exchange 
.at 140/. and in that Cafe no Charge would liave attended 
that Part fo fupplied. 

It farther appears, that in the Courfe of this Affair, and 
before the Departure of Lord Cathcart^ ftill greater In- 
dulgencies were granted to the Contradors ; for by their 
firft Propofal, the Simi o£ 27,000 /* only was to be ad- 
vanced them by the Treafury before the Departure of the 
Troops, but the fublcqucnt Payments were not to be 
madle to them till they produced the Deputy Pay-Maftcr*s 
Bills or Receipts 5 and yet on the ^cth of September fol- 
lowing, which was before the Departure of the Troops, 
12,000/. was further advanced to them by the Pay-Maflcr 
General for their Bill of that Date, and on the ift of 
OBober^ 9500/. more was advanced to them by the Pay- 
Mafter of the Marines, for their Bill of the 30th of Sepem^ 
her; and on the 23d o( December, a further '^um of 12,000/. 
was advanced by the Pay-Mafter General for their Bill of 

• that Daj^ date : And on the 6th of January'^ a fi^ffheir 
Sum of 5^0 /. was advanced by the Pay Mafter of the Ma- 

cines, for their Bill of the 31ft oi December. >Ay'in Con- 
fequenoaof Minutes of the Treafury as in the Appendix. 

HttliJl||pur Committee cannot help obferving that the 
pay^d^^ufe Sums amountjuK^to 42,500^. over and above 
the 2f j jj^ originally advanced, before there had beefi 
any Dii!9i|f{^T#nts on the Part of the Contra6lor?, altered 
the NatQiit pf the Contraft, and rendered it much more 
beneficial t^)^ as it was originally propofed by theCon^ 
tra6^ocs the^jFelves. 

Mr. Eurrell faid he did offer half of his Share to his 
Brother, and a* Gentleman engaged in Bnfinefs with him^ 
but they thought it too great a Rifque for them to run « 
He likewifc mentioned it to anotiier Gentleman (whom 

: \ r *" B ^^^'^ 
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he did not Name) who would not accept of it: Th'at 
tluic Kcfufals were very early before any Thing' was doiie 
ill it more than pafling the Contrad: And that he meii- 
lioncd them to (hew that he thought he had no great Bar- 
gaitk of it. And from thie Examinarion of Mr. Burr ell 
and Mr. Bnfiovo^ it further appears that forae'Time after* 
the makinjT of the Contract, they offered Mr. Monjon^ a 
Member ot^this Houfe, -^ Part of it, as far as it related to 
the Payment o£ the Troops in the Office where he is De- 
puty, which he accepted of, and has Ihared accordingly 
the Protits of this Conrrad from the beginning. And 
fome Tiaic after the Earl of Oxford me:^tioned to Mr. Bttn* 
rcll^ that y[x, ILwbury WiUinms had defired him to fpeak 
to him, Mr. B nrrcl l^thsit one of Mr.lVi/Zwwjs Friends 
might have Share in the Remittance, but he added, yon 
arc to do juit as you pleafe, I don't alk you to let any- 
body in, for the Contrad is yours; and foon after 
Mr. Hanbury \YiUia??;s fpoke to tlie Contra(R:ors, and tolj 
them ; that he had a Kelation, one Mr. Hartbury^ a Wefi^ 
Indis Merchant, to whom he had Obligations ; and as 
'^ithad Money and Eiffel ^tjsmaicd^ he defired he might 
belSlHicxned rj; Part with them for the forure, which he 
1»s VCordingly been, in what relates to the Payment of 
the Marines in Mr. HuKbury WtUiums^ Office. 

And ir appears to your Committee, that neither the one 
nor the ether of thofe Gentlemen advanced any Money, : 
or were concerned in the Managemejpr, but were to be ^ 
Sharers in the Profit or Lq^ only. • - ^ 

And it further appears to your CDmmirte, that on the 
Arrival of the Troops at Jr.m.ucit^ and the tendering the 
Money to them at 12c ;'. jSmaicd Currency; great Difcon- 
tenrs w-'.e exprciTcd by the OiH:e!S, and ibnie acbully re- 
tlnci to receive it ; and with Time the Difcontcnts in-

arilifig as yir.Colcbrooke fays in his Letter of the 2?..xh of 
Ff:bruary 1740, marked (B) in the Appendix (N^6.)fiom 
' their Views of appropriating the Profit to themfelvcs ;. and 
being dazzled with the Profpeft of getting 15 or 20 per 
Cent inflead of 2 per Cent their Commiflion. Upon this, 
the Deputy Pay Mafter took up Money from other Per- 
Cons, and gave them Bills on the Pay Mafter General ; and 
though there were, as appears by the Extra^ls of Letters of 
the Deputy Pay Mafter of the 2Qth of February and 23d 
March 17^- y which are mark'd (B) and (D) in Appendix 
(N^ 6) Combinations to diftrcfs him; yet the firft Bills he 
tJius drew, were at the Rate of 130/. and he by Degrees 
raifed the Exchange; fo that at laft he drew at 140/. 
whilft the Troops ftill continue to be paid at 120/. 

And it farther appears to your Committee, that on tlic 
5th of June 1741, there is entered in the Treafury Books 
the following Minute.

Now vjobr Committee obfervc on this new Contrail fii ft 
propofed.pn the 5th of June 1741, and finally regulated 
on the' loc.h of July following, that Mr, Colebrooke^ the 
DcputyPky Mafter at J/zw^iVi?, did on the 24th of Fe-ir/^^y 
pi^eceding, being 19 Weeks before the fettling of the faid- 
Contraft, draw Bills on the Pay Mafter General to the 
amount of 1250/. all at the Rate of 130/. and did^ m- 
his Letter pphe 23d of il^^^^^i^ beforcmentionedj acquaint.

the- Pay Maficr General, that he had happily overcome all 
Oppofitionj and could aflbre him on good Grounds, that 
whatever Money might be neceffary to be raifed for the 
Service, would be found at Jamaica for Bills on the Pay 
Mafter General at 130/. and upwards; and this laft 
Letter is dated above 10 Weeks before the Propofal of 
Mr. Burrell and Mr. Br//?ow, to amend their G)ntra£t ; and 
above 15 Weeks before the final Acceptation of that Pro- 
pofal by the Treafury ; and it is worthy of Obfervation, 
that in the Months of Janudfy, February^ M^irch^ April 
and May^ preceding the July m which this fecond Con- 
tra£l: at 125 /. was eftabliflied by the Treafury; there were 
drawn from Jamaica no lefs than 39 Bills for the Service' 
of his Majefty's Navy, moftof them at the Rate of 135/. 
and the Remainder at the Rate of 140/. 

And it appears to your Committee, that feveral Bills 
amounting to the Sum of 112^2 L ijs. were drawn on 
the Paymafter of the Marines by his Deputy, between the 
i8th of Tthruary 1740, and ifl of Augufi 1741 ; part of 
which Bills amounting to 50C0/. were drawn in the Month' 
of February preceding the new Contra6t; that thefe Billsr 
were paid by Mr, Burrell and Mr. Briflovo^ and that Money 
was ifliied to them for that Porpofe by the Paymafter of 
the Marine; but yoUr Committee have not been able to 
difcover at what Rate ot Exchange they were drawn, 
ri^ar- does it appear whether Mr. Burrell and Mr. Brifiovo 
have been allowed to take the Profit ariflng from the dif- 
ftrence between 120, the Rate of the Contra£i, and the 
Rate of Exchange the Bills were drawn^at. 

And it further appears to your Committee, that the Bills 
drawn by the Deputy Paymafter from Jamaica^ on the 
Paymafter General, when the Agents or Mr. Bwrrill and 
Mr, Bnfiffvt) refufcd to fupply him, amounting to "the Sum 
of 29216/. 5 J. 3 i. and which were drawn in the Months 
of February and March 1740, and in April^ May^ JunCy 
July 3ind Au^uft^ 17^1; at 130, 135, 137^, and at laft at 
140 ; were fent for Payment to Mr. Burrell and Mr. Briftopm : 
And alfo that Money was iffned from the Pay Office to 
them, to difcharge the faid BiUsj altho* it docs not appear 
to your Committee, what pretence of Right the Contraftors 
could have to the Profit arifing from any of thefc Bills, 
after the forfeiture of their Bargain, by the Refufal of their 
Agents to fti^nifh the Deputy fttyHiafteis at Jamaicm 
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.• But tho' tliefc Bills ircre thus paid by "Mr. Eurrell and 
Mr. Brijiowy yet your Committee find that on the 15th o€ 
December laft, the Paymafter General made a Rcprefcnta- 
tion of this Matter to the Tre^fury, as in the Appendix, 
^No 7.) praying a Dire£tion of the Commiflioncrs, whe- 
ther the Profit or Difference arifing by the Exchange on 
the faid Bills, IhoDld be accounted for and paid to the 
Agents of the faid G)ntradors, or referved in the Hands 
of his Deputy, for the Ufe and Benefit of the Publick, 
and your^ Committee find the following Minute in the 
Books ot the Treafury. 

Whitehall^ Treafury Chambers^ 2p Vecemher^ 1741. 

" Read alfo to my Lords, a Memorial from the fame 
** Payraafler dated the I5rhlnftant, relating to theRemit- 
.^* tances of Pay for the Troops in America^ with refpeft 
*.^ to the Jamaica Currency ; and ordered a Copy thereof 
*^ to be fent to the Remitters for their Anfwer thereto.'* 

To ivhich the Remitters gave in their Anfwer annexed, 
in the Appendix, (N^ 8.) In which it is remarkable, that 
in Bating th^ir feveral Charges, upon fending orer Specie 
to Jamaica^ they make one Charge in the following 
Words. " Three fer Cent Commiffion wc pay in Ja-^ 
maica.'' Whereas it appears by their Examinations that 
they paid i per Cent only to their Agent Mr. CtUbrookcj 
for the Money lent out with Lord Cathcafu 
; This .Anfwer was received on the 5th of February laft, 
and nothing appears to have been done upon it, while the 
Earl of Orjord continued in the Treafury. 

Your Committee have been obliged to dwell the lon- 
ger upon this Contraft, becaufe the whole Behaviour of 
the Earl of Orfirdy who had the fale Direelion of it, 
feems fo extraordinary, that they fear this part of the Re- 
port would want Credit, if they had not dcfcended into 
the moft minute Particulars of it. 

. Here they fiiid . a ContiaQ entered into upon the good 
Faith of the Propofers only, with an Ignorance ot the 
Value of the Exchange, whether real or affcfied does not 
appear to your Committee; and ^diat DefeA fo far from 
lc»eing endeavoured to be fuppiied by admittii^ PiropofaW 
cr liubrmation from any othec Merchants, thitt it feempd 
a determined F^ot to Ihut it out^ even wiiea it foemed 
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to obtrade it fclf upon him from tlic very Offices fubje6l 
to his Infpe£lion. 

• But as if this Injury to the Troops and Injuftice to the 
Nation had been too little, he rendred this Contra£l: more 
advantageous to the Contractors, than their raoft fanguine 
Expe6htion originally fuggcftcd to them. 

For tho* by the Terms of the Contrail, the Publick was 
only to advance 27000 /. in Money, yet we find tlie further 
Sum of 42000/. advanced to them before the Arrival of 
the Troops in America, 

And your Co rami tree obferve, that the Shares of the 
Profits of this Contra6l were dealt out to the Deputy of 
the Pay Office, and to a Friend of the Paymafter of the 
Marines, at the Requeft of the faid Paymafter, withqut 
any Advance of Money or Trouble on their Part ; and it 
is very remarkable that thefe Shares were confined to the 
Sums iffued from their refpe<ftive Offices. 

And here your Committee muft obferve from the whole 
Courfe of this Proceeding, that neither the Intereft of the 
Soldier or the Publick fcem'd to have been the Object of 
the Earl of Orford's Attention. 

The Cries of the injured Soldiers, who had loft one Days 
Pay in feven, where I^rovifions of all Kinds bear an ex- 
ceffive Price, made f^ little Impreflion, that the only Re-' 
lief they obtained, was an advance of their Pay upon the 
Contrail ftom 120 to 125, tho* there had been drawn 
upon the Navy-Office during the Six Months preceding, fe- 
veral Bills, none at lefs than 135, and fomeat 140 ; and 
tho* the Deputy to the Paymafter General likewife nineteen 
Weeks before had drawn upon the Office at 130, and fif- 
teen Weeks before had written to the Paymafter General, 
that he might depend upon being furniflied with whatever 
Sums fliould be wanted at 130 and upwards; nor could 
therp be any Reafon to fear a Difappointment in relying 
upon thofe Affurances. of the Deputy Paymafter, bccaufe 
to his Care wholly it was owning, that they, were not Dif- 
appointed upon the Refufal of the Contradors Agents tp 
furnifli him with Money. 

Your Committee cannot but obferve, that the Treafury 
in eftablilhing this new Contrad, where the Contra6lors 
propofed the advance from 120 to 125 toi::Dmmcnce from 
the 5th of Jme 1741 ; order it with a.Retrofpc£L and to 
commence from the twenty fourth of Jipril preceding, ind 
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are greatly at a Lois to find if the firft G)ntra(S was up-^ 
on juft and equal Term, why the Contraflors fubmitted to 
any Advance at all ; and if it was not upon equal Tcrmsj 
why the Treafury did not extend their Retrofp€(5lj and or- 
der it to be re£tified from the Commencement. 

And fo little was the Publick to avail it felf of this 
Injuftice to the Soldier, that when the Contractors could 
furnifli no Money at all, from their Agents refufing td 
anfwer their Credit, and confequently the Contrail wai 
diffolved, and ihe Army muft have ftarved, if the Deputy 
Paymafter^ who is the Officer of the Publick, had not pro- 
cured Money by Draughts upon the Pay Office at I30,* 
135, up to 140 Jamaica Currency for 100/. Sterling ; yet 
thofe very Bills were fufFercd to be paid by the Contra£rors, 
and publick Money iffued, to them to pay the fame, but 
by whofe Order does not appear to your Committee. 
• As if the Profits arifing from the advanced Prices of 
thofe Bills^ drawn by a publi:k OflScer upon the Publick, 
had belonged to the Contraflors. 

• And your Committee obferve, that when on the 13th* 
ot December laft, the Paymafter prayed Direftions from 
the Treafury, whcfther the Profits on thofe Bills fliould 
be paid to the Contraftors, or referved for the Benefit of 
the Publick; even that could not be obtained whik th© 
Earl of Orford remained in the Treafury. 

' Your Committee now proceed to lay before you, the 
great part which the Earl of Orford appears to have had in 
feveral Tranfadioiis which nearly concern the Freedom of 
Elcdions and the Independency of Parliament, and they 
have the grefttefl Rcafon to believe, that had the Perfons 
employed in thefe dark Tranfa6lions been properly indem- 
nified, many Difcoveries would have been made of the 
utmoft Importance. 

Your Committee having in their former Report-hid be-* 
fore you the Shate which Mr. Paxton aild Lawton had in' 
carrying on the Ptofecutions relating to the Borough oP 
Orferd^ and particularly that Lawton had declared,' tha? 
h'e did not pretend to fay he Ihould not be reimburfed 
his Expences on that Head, think fit nvow to acquaii'tt 
you, xhsit Mr. Abraham Farley being examined, faid, tltet 
dhoMzJanv.^ry iy!^6^ Mr. Lawton told him there -wiis an 
Order made out .at the Tre.afuVyin his FjW^/^Nartie fop 
1200.7. and bid him go and receive itj which fc dvV^ -^^^ 
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paid it over immediately to the faid Lawion; and Mr» 
jRichard Bants upon his Examination faid^ that John Lav^ 
W» Efq;, of the Exchequer, appeared to be his Client if> 
the Profccutions relating to Orfordy tho* he did not know 
what relation Mr. Lawton had to the Borough of Orferd^ 
but he believed that what Mr. Lawton did was to oblige 
bir Robert Walpole, to whom he apprehended Lsrvton ivas 
under Obligations: That the whole Bill of near 3000/. 
which thefe Profccutions amounted to, was never fatisfied ; 
that Mr. LavoioHj Paxton^ and he Banks met about it, and 
after a good deal of time allowed to examine the Bill, 
they on the 15 th of December 1736, came to a ftated Ac- 
count^ when there was a Uallance of 1200 and odd Pounds 
in his Banks'^ Favour, which Mr, Lawton agreed. he would 
pay in a Fortnight's time, and he did foon after pay 500/^ 
to Paxton^ who paid Bdnh lool, thereof, and promifed 
foon to pay more, the remaining 700 and odd Pounds 
have no^ yet been paid ; that he Banis did about two Years 
ago file a Bill againft Paxton in Chancery to bring him to 
an Account, that in this Bill Mr. Lawton was made a De- 
fendant, and that Lawton in his Anfwer did fwear that 
he detained the 700 /. in his Hands to teimburfe himfelf 
what was due to him from Paxton, and to fecure the 200/. 
Hill unpaid to Mr. Mtjfierman for his Bill. 

Mr, Leonard Martin zn Attorney, and Partner with hi$ 
Father-in-Law Mr. Paxton, being examined faid, that he 
has been concen>ed in feveral Suits about the Boioughf o£ 
Colcheficr, and that he had his chief Direftions thereia 
from Mr. Daniel, an Attorney at Cokhefler* tho' Mr. Lawton 
Ibmetimcs interfered, and that foon after Lawton'% Death 
he received a Letter trom Daniely as annexed in the Ap^ 
pcndix(N<^p,) That he received 133/. for Fines, to which 
the PrpfecutQrs were entitjed; that he believed he advifed 
with Lawton about framing a Petition to the Treafdry, foe 
the King's remaining two thirds of the Fines, that Lawton 

Sho feemed very defirous of Succefs in the Affair of thail 
rporatiori) approved of .it, and be believed Lawton 
might fay, he would fpeak about it; that h&(AiartinJ 
thereon drew the Draught of a Petition and fent it to Dif- 
niel to get it figned, aiidion its rettirn hp procured a War- 
lant from the Treafiiry, direfling Paxton to pay him 2S0 /• 
that the Warrant was dated 10 July 1741, and that he re- 
ceived the Money on tiic 26 oSJamary lail, and did imagine 
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^heft t'ro&cutiona were iyith a Viety of injiiienclng. t^ 
J^Ie£^ion, and to turn the Bpropgh, and to get oyt iHfs 
Mayors aiiid get th e returning Officer. 

Bjr all this it appears^, that the Man$gi?itiient q£ thb A^ 
fair was lodged ii> the Hands of Paxten*^ Partner and Son^ 
in»Law^ and the Expences atteading it Wei-e in part pafl 
by the faid Paxtojt^ in Confequence of a Warrant of tfaue 
Treafury ; but tho' your Committee herft met with a fire^i 
toflance of the SoUicltor of the Treafuiy intermedling ki 
Matters relating to Eledions, yet they did ^ot think qt . 
^0 examine him ^aiii, having little R«eafon to. exp^^ }\e 
would make any Difcoireries after the other Houfe , bsul 
rejeSed the Bill, by Ivhich he would have been indemn^* 
fied. And your Committee cannot determine whaf cou|(l 
induce the tacl o^ Or ford to continue faxton, in his Office , 
HpWards^of i i Years, and to fufier him to defer accounting 
for any I^art of die large Sums, v^hich virere from Tim^ tp 
Time iflued to bim, till the pth ofFebru4ry laft| and then 
to Account for two Years dnly in fo precipitate a Minner ; 
but muft fubmit to thi^ Judgment of this Houfe, whether 
that Indulgence was owing to a Crimiiial Negle£l, or |0 
a more Criminal Confedexacy^ 

. Your Comitiitteb noW proceed to lay before yon ^ 
Tranfa^lion relating to the Borough of Weymout}^. 

Mr. Richard Jordan beine eXaraiiied, faiij, That he was 
Mayor *df Weymouth^nd Mdcohih Regis in the Yeat 1740. 
That on the 16th Day of Jme in that Year, Mr. Pearje 
knd Mr. Otmhi came down to Weymuih^ that Mr. fearfe 
applied to hini, Jordan^ and dcfired his Vote and Intere(l 
for himfelf and Mr. Olmius^ and two others in Petto whom 
he did not |SIame ; and told him at the lame Time, th^t 
there Would b^ a Letter produced, obliging him ^nd ail 
the Officers in the Service to Vote for Mr. Pcarje an^ 
his Friends. That then lAuVcarJe defired him to go with 
him in Private, that when they were alone, Mn Pe^rfe 
ftid fee was delirous to have the Corporation filled up, 
knd that a Hall fliould be called for th^t Purpofe ; and 
he further riSquefted thit He, Jordan^ woqld meet him, 
Mr. Qlmiiis^ and fotiie other Friends 5 buj: Mr. Jordan re- 
fufed to meet Mr. OltKhs^ and then Mn Tearfe left him: 
That on the *t8th Day of June Mr. Piarje came to hi^ 
Houfe about Noon, and told him, that if he would com): 
inco the Meafures of him, Pearjr^ and his Friends, and fill 
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op tlic CoTporfction'j in Order to have a icturning OfBccr^ 
or Words to that EiFe£t ; he had it. in Commiilioh to 
fay, that he, Jordan^ Ihould have the Colle6lion of the Vox% 
of WeyMOut]^ in a Month- s Time, and a Letter frQm Sir 
-'Robert Walfole under his own Hand to make good that 
Promife, Mr. Pearfe then went from his^ Houfe^ and re. 
turned about four of the Clock the fame Day, a: d brought 
to him a Lift of fuch of- the Revenue Officers as were 
to be difplaced. He took this Lift which was wrote in 
Mr. Pearfe s own Hand and reJk^ it over, and after Mr* 
Pearfe was gone, he wrote it down from his own Memory, 
and it appeared to yoor Committee by this aiKi the fubfe- 
•qucnt Examijiations, tha-t feveral of the i^erfbns therein 
named were difplaced accordingly ; and Mr, Jordan farther 
faid, that on the fame Day, as hethinkSj Mr. Pearfe told 
him, he did not doubt of prevailing on Mx.Charles 7 aver 
and Mr. John CarfvceU^ who were Aldermen, and others, 
that he mould wait upon them and convince them that 
tliey were going againft their own Interefts, the Intereft 
of the Government and their Duty to his Majefty ; and 
agam.preffed him, Jordan^ to fill up fix of the Vacancy's 
with Friends of his Pearje^ who \y ere raoft of them (ince 
provided. for. That he tarther told Jordan^ that if he was 
fure of the Returrting' Officer, Sir Sfltrr^ Walfole would 
fend down two other Candidates : That MuFearfe foon 
after went to ^London^ but returned to Weymouth on the 
3bth of June^ and fent a Mcflage to hi-m, Jordan., by Mr. 
Hichard Abuthnoty dcfiring to ipeak with aim at Captain 
Xi22*/r^'s; h\^theyJordany told the Meffenger that Mr, 
Pearfe knew very weU where he lived, and he fliould not 
go to the Captain's Houfe: That the Meffenger replied, 
Mr. Pearfe had a Letter from Sir Robert Walpole to ihew 
him; that when lAt.Ar tihnot found that be would nor go 
to Mr. Pearfe at Captain Tzzz^rd's, hej told him he woulU 
^6 and fetch the Letter ; and accordingly . went and 
brought the Letter, which hc^Jordanj read, and took it to 
be addreffed to Mr. Pearje; the Purport of which was^ 
That whatever Mr. Pearfe promifed to him, Jordan, Sir 
Robert W^l/ole would make it good; and that Jordan's 
•fkother-in-Law, Mv.Franilynj a Clergyman, ftiould have 
the firft Living that fell in the Gift of thp Crown or the 
Seal's worth his Acceptance: That with much Peifuafion 
fee did meet lAwPetpfc at Mr. Ti^zard's Summer Houft: 

.... . . Iban 
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That MK Vearfe thete (he wed him this Letter again, and 
told him it was Sit Robert WMpoU's Letter; it was 
figned R, Walfole; and he apprehends it was all wr >tciii 
the fame Hand with the ligning: I'hat at this Meeting 
Mr. Pesrfe told hijn, you have four Aldermen no y abfent, 
1 would havcyou call a, Hall and fill up the Corjo.ation ; 
That he replied, he thought Mr. Pearfe had bten long 
enough acquainted with him, to think that he would not 
be prevailed on by bafe Means to betray his Friends 5 and 
he further faid, that on the ipth of SepUmler in the 
fame Y:car, being two Days before the Eleaion for Miyot 
came on, a Letter w^s produced to him from the Com- 
miilioners of the Cuftoms, importing that his Deputation 
as Land-waiter was fuperfeded, and Robert^ the Brother of 
Richard Arbuthnot^ who firft brought Sir Robert Vyalpolc%^ 
Letter to him, was to fu^ceedhim; and he faid he bad 
been employed in the Cuftom Houfe ever fincc the Year 
1712, and bad been a Land*waiter in the Port of. Wcy 
mouth from i:he4th of Ma) 1729, to the Time of his Dif- 
miflion« 

The Reverend Mr. Franklyn being examined, faidj That 
on the ift Day of J//^ 1740, Mr. Pearfp^ being then at Wcy* 
mouth fenr, tor him tp ihew him, as he faid, how much he 
bad his, ¥ranHyn\ Interejft at Heart ; but that he was forry 
10 tell him^ he was afraid his Brother Jordan would fpoil 
aJI his Endeavours to ferve himj for tnat Mr. JorJ^fw had. 
promifed to come into lus, Pearje's Meafures, tut now at- 
tempted to evade hi« Promife:; but however, M\PearJe^ 
to convince him what a Friend he intended to have been 
to him, Ihewed him ^ Letter, \vhich was figned ff, Wa!" 
fole; the Purport of which was, you have given me fo. 
good a Cbarafter of Mr. Jordan^ thu whatever Prefcrn\cnt 
you ihall think jreafonable to offer him ihall be made 
good; and as for his Brother in Law, Mr. Tranhlyr^^ he 
Ihall hjive che firft Living that he will accept of which 
falls io ^he .Gift of the Grown or the Seals : That Mr. 
Fearfe at the fame Twe told him, that he expeded his 
Brother Jordan would call a Hall and fill up the Corpora- 
tion, which he, Franklyny took to be, to get a Returning 
Officer ; and Mr. fcarfe. faid, fince his Brother Jordan had 
refufed him, he had nothing now to truft ro, unleis he^ 
Franklyny coulti influence hun; that he told Mr. Pr^^/f he 
did not like the Affair, and would'not meddle with it; 
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ijiria MuTearfe then replied, if feir Meintfewcttild hot da, 
foul muft 5 and he thought Mr. Pearfe explained what he 
pieant by foul Means, for he faid he rauft have at theb 
Charter^ and he thinks their Charter has fceen fince at* 
tackd tot 3 Months after Mr. Ptdrfe attempted to Ikt ufi 
a Mayor in a M^ni^^t contrary to the ufual Cuftom of thi 
Place 5 ind Mr. Pcarfc^s Friends have filed feveral Infoiw 
ihations iii. the Kings Bench againft the Corpontion. 

Thomas Pearfe^ Ed] ; being examined, faid, That fome 
Time before the laft GerterarEleaion, Mr. J&yeux of Wty^ 
fkouth was fent up to London by his, Pedrje% Friends^ with 
^ Scheme for the Removal and Promotion of feveral Offi- 
cers of thp Revenue at the Port of Weymouth^ without 
which Alterations, though he, Pearje himfelf, might be 
cho^t at the EJeftion, yet it was impra6licable to carry 
?dl the fciur Members : Part of this Scheme was to-remove 
William Clapcptt, Efq; from being Governor of fortldnd 
C'filp', and Mr. Ktchdrd Tucter from being Receiver of the 
Hawkers and Pedlars, and Surveyor of the King's Quar? 
ries in Portland; which laft with the Salary of <oo/./^ 
jinnunt and 40/, for a Clerk Was to be dividea'bet^ifeen 
Mr. Th^ard the then Colkdior and Mr. Bry&r, which AIt 
terations took Place, That Mr. 0/wf»/ generally trahfaded 
with <iT Rhbert Wa/fole every Thing about the Ele<fti(iii'j 
that he, Piarjcy apprehended that all the Ke^noves thit 
were to be made were with a View to influence the Elec? 
tlon ; and Mr. Olmius and he went together to Sir Robert 
Walfole to confult on Meafures for carrying on the Eledion; 
but he believes that the Scheme was not ihewed ^itRobett 
W^lfole, but only talk'd over with hirti : He further faid, 
that when he was at Wey/^oufh in the Summer 1740, he 
was* told by Mv. Jordan the then Mayor, if he was made 
. Colleaor in the Room of MT.Tizzard^ that he would fiU 
up the Corporation in Order to choofe a Returning Offi- 
cer againft tl\e General EleiSlion; but that he^ Jordan^ waiil^ 
not think of d'oihg any fuch Thing, unlefs he faw a Lettter 
of it under Sir Kobert Walfole's own-Hand; That whcii 
he came to London^ he did acquaint Sir Robert \vith the 
Deli re ot y^x.Jorddn-i and he, Ptarfe, had a Letter from 
him, the Purport of ^hich was, that whatever Friends 
Mr. Pearfr Ih juld rec6mmend,'he, Sir Robert Watffole, would 
fcndeayour to proviJe, for th^^ he is well acquainted with 
8|r Rpbet^ Waiph's fland. ^nd be^wvf^^ the Letter to be- df 
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his Writiilg ; that Mtr. Franiljnf ^ Cldrgymaty, Brolhd|r4Htr 
Uw to Mr. Jordan^ was particularly^mentioncd in the jjet- 
'ter^ Sir Robert VRj/^tf/^ faying he wQuld ufc his Endeavours 
to get him any Living that ihould become vacant in the 
Gift of thfe Crown, or ot the Lotd Chancellor ; tlwt bo, 
ffarff^ returne4 with this Ljtttcr. to Weymouth^ aind did fliew 
it CO Mr. F/^anilynyznd he believes to Mujorioft^ and ht 
thinks it was in a Converfacion he 'had with Mr. Jiri/m 
in Mr. Tizzard's Summer-houfe ; but that Mr. Jordan 
'flew off frofn his Prdpbfal, fayii^g Employments might be 
given one Day and taken away the next, which much fifi^ 
priiied him ; and in a Day or two he quitted the Borough 
and came to London^ that he did not know but after the 
Eledion was over, he might fay to Mr. Franklyn^ have at 
your Charter ; that he did not know what was become, of 
Sir Robert Walfole's Letter, but he believes he has fitiot 
burnt it ;. that when he returned from Weymouth after Mr. 
Jordan s Refufal, he called oh Sir Robert Waipolc^ and toW 
him be had be^n difappoinced inhis Scheme, that Sir R9^ 
fferi encouraged him to proceed; and he was told by Mc 
Olmius thsx Sir Robert Walfole had recommelided to him 
Olmius^'Mr. Cbobmndeleyy ?LnA.lAx.'?iMm€rj -to join witk 
liim Otmius^ and that he, Pearfey did join with them. 

JohnOlmiuSj Efq; being examuied,^(aid,That there was 
a rough Scheme of Aherations in the Officers of the Re^. 
/venuc 2it Weymottthy which was talked over at Mr. Pearfe'^^ 
land was intended to facilitate the £Ie£lion 2Lt Weymouth-: 
That the Perfon^ who were mentioned to be advanced h^d 
bU Intereft at Weymouth; ihzt he and Mr. Pesrce were with 
Sir Robert Walpole^ to defirc that the Surveyor's Place might 
bef given to Mr. Ttzzard and Brjor^ but he does not recol* 
lea if the whole Scbcmcwas ihew'd to Sir Robert Walfole 
or no, nor can he recoUeft Sir Robert Walfole'% Anfwer 
about the Scheme; but Sir Robert Waif ole was^ very flow in 
Ipromoting lizzard and Bryor; that Mr. Olmm had an old 
Servant, whoiA he wanted to provide for ; and he told Mr- 
T^izzard and Mr. BryOr x]^^t as he had fo much Trouble to 
•get them the Place, he expelled they fhould give his Ser- 
vant 50 /.'^^r Annvm^ which they agreed to, but it h^ts 
pot yet been paid, for they have not as yet received their., 
pwn Salaries. That Sir Robert Walfole faid one Day to 
|)im« that Col. OwldmondUy and Mr. Phtmcr were very 
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^olodMcn, on which Mt.Olmiui faid he would givethcni 
!aJl the Inrcreft he cou W. 

, Your Committee find that though thefe Endeavours of 
the Earl of O^J^frd^ to iiifluenoc the Voters of Wcywouth^ 
4ind to procure a proper Returmiig Officer, by thus pUcing 
and diipla(>itig the Officers of the Revenue^ did at that 
Time pcove ineSe&ual^ yet juft before the Eleftion came 
•on,^ anpther Attempt was made of the fame Nature, though 
with as Jitt4e ^ictefs as before. 

For Mr. Eztkiel Pomervy, chief Clerk to the Clerk of 
^he Cheque at Deptford^ being examined, faid, That on or 
zbout Monday <i\e 27th of ^/^iV, in the Year 1741, eight 
or ten Days before the Weymoufh Eledtion came on, the 
Reverend Mr. Mor^dn came to his Houfe at Deptford be- 
tween Five and Six of the Clock in the Morning, and 
asked him if he was willing to, go on a particular MefTage 
.to Mr, Thcier at Weymomhy which would be of lingular 
jBerviceto Mx. Tufifrr, as wdl astohim^/^dnr/r^ ; that he 
•anlwelrel tie was wi lUng to do any thing which could be of 
any $ervi<ic cither to Mr, Tw^^'^r or hirafelf, but rh.u he 
muft have Leave to be abfent from Duty.; Mr. Mor^ait 
told him he waygoing to Town to %vait on Sir Robert iVdlt- 
foUy dnd he would rtc^n as foon as pofiible ; and about 
•Tvi of the Clock in the Afternoon of the fame Day, Mor^ 
^an Teturncd to him again, and told him he had got Lcavt 
for him, for Sir ^di^r/ Waif ole >h^i written a "Lerter to 
'Sir Jacob ^ciwotth ((X i^e2Lirt ; that Sir Roberi had enquired 
much of Mor-^an. who Power oy was, and if he might be 
fafely^ depended on, and that Morgan faid he had anfwered 
to Sir RobAValfole for his Fidelity ; and between Three and 
•Fourof the CJoclcin the Afternoon, on the fame Day, he, 
'Powfrey^CBtne toTftwnwith Morgan^ who carried him to 
'the CrLw'fi tavern behind the Exchange^ where they met 
Vfith Mr, Otm'tis^ and they Three dined together ; and 
iafrcr Dinner Mr. 0/«?i^j told him, Pomeroy^ that he found 
•by Mr. Mo^gnnh^ was willing to go on the Meffage to 
'Mr. T«r)tfr; he, f5)wfryf, then asked him what the Meilage 
•was, and Mr. Olwtus told him, if he would go down to 
'Mr. Tucker, and tell hwn, that if he would but agree to 
take him 0/wiwx, Mr, Pcarfey and another Friend, who was 
not mentioned, he^ Olntius^ was coramiflioned trora Sir 
'Robert Waif ole^ to aUure.him, Tucker^ that every Friend c£ 
'hiSy that bad been difplaced, ihould have their Places again, 

or 



or any others that Mr. Tucker ihoul J pleafe to ask ; aEml 
IS for Mr. Tucker himfelf, he Ihould hare any Tiling ho 
would be pleafed to ask ; and that if he, Tucker^ doubted 
of the Veracity of this 'Meflige, and cldier lie Of Li» Bro* 
ther would come to Town, they ihouU be fully fitisficd 
of the Truth of it -, and that iic, Pomcro^^ wis not to com- 
municace this Meflage to any other Ferfons but to the 
Tttfirrjand his, Pofflwrojfs, Father. who had been Poll-mafter, 
but was then out. Upon this he obferved to Mr. (Hniius^ 
that Mr. Fearjc^ who was his Patron^ was then in Df^jct'* 
fij'ire^ that he would wonder to fee him, and would ask 
him Queftions, and he defired to know if he miglit be at 
Liberty ta acquaint him, Pcarfr, with the Mctfage ; on this 
Mr. Olmius faid he would write to Mr, Pcdrfe^ and he 
did write a Letter to him, which he gave unl'ealedto liimi 
tovteroy^ who read it two or three Times, and it was ia 
Subihnce as follows : ^^ Sir, Mr. foji^rrojr come»oii a fpecial 
*' Meffage, from our good Friend S. R. W^ (which he^ 
** Poweroy^fsLid he miderftood to mean Sir Robejjf IVdlpoU) 
^ whlcli McITage he is not to communicate to any liody, 
^ but thoTe to whom he is fent ; tliercfore ask him no 
^ QueAions, but be aflured that nothing ihall be done oc 
^ tranfaded but what ihall be br your Incereft, as well ns 
'* for that of your humble Servant, John Olm'wrJ' In 
Confequence oJF this, he, Vomer oy^ fet out Poft the nex« 
Morning, which was on Tuefday^ for Weymouth^ and ar- 
rived thereon Wedncfiay at Nine in the Morn 111^5; that ht 
waited on Mr. Tucker, and found him and his Brother 
together, and he told them the Particulars of the Mefliigo 
from Mr. Olmius^ and he was anfwered by lAcTuckfTy 
that a Propofal ot that kind was abfolutely too late, thac 
his Word and Honour was engaged, and he would noc go 
from it for any Confideration ; he further faid, that Mr. 
Tucker asked him if he had brought any Letter from Sir 
Robert Wal/roUy to uhich he faid no ; he further faiJ* that 
Mr. Morgan and Mr. Olmius had often told him, that if Mr. 
Sfarjbfrand his FrieiKls refufed to a<j^rcc with Mr. O.W«/^ 
and join their Intereft with his, it would be the total 
Ruin of Mr. Tuiker and his Brother, and the Overthrow of 
the Charter. 

• John Olmius^ Efq; being agiain examined, and not re- 
c^ileding feveral Things 'which had been mentioned by 
Mr* Fomcfi^f Mx. P.mroy was mailed in, and. he, r«^ 
i pcaicd 
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j)etted the fame Evidence which be hjd before givto^ 'ini 
the Minutes taken by the Clerk of that Evidence were alfiaf 
lisad in the Prefence of Mr. Olmmsy who then rtcoUeAing 
himfelf, confirmed the fame ; and further faid, that h« 
did commmiicate to Sir Robert Walpole his Intention, to 
fend a Me&ge to Mr« Tucker ; that he told him he liad got 
Mr. ftw^, who was a Relation of Mr. Tl^ktr\ to gd 
down to ule his Intercft wirh hioi ^ that Sir Ibhert Wa/foU 
laid by all Means do ; that he told Sir Rctbet^t.Walfole that 
it'Mt.Tucler came to Town in Confequence thetco^i his^ 
Sir ito^^ri's Ailiftance, would be ncceilaiy for the replacing 
of Mr.Ttfifr's Friends ; that Sir Rolerf Walpole jdid it was 
1 very gpod thought, that he would do every Thing that 
lay in his Power to ferve him and his Friends, and chat 
this was the Subflance of what paiTed between them* 

The Reverend Mr. Joha Morgan being examined, and 
fK>t readily recoUedling fomc CircumftaiKes mentioned by 
Mr. Pomeroy; he was ordered to attend the Committee 
with Mr. Fomeroy ywho then repeating what he^Pomerov^ for- 
merly faid on his Examination, Mr. Morgan did theit 
agree, thit the principal Part of what he, Pomer^j^ alferted* 
to have paffcd. between them, was true. 

And further, and particularly faid, that Sir Jbberi Wah 
fole did write a Letter in his Prefence to one of the Com* 
miflioners of the Navy, for Le^ve for Pomeroy to be abfent^ 
which Letter, he Morgan^ carried to Sir jeKob Ackfworth^ 
who thereupon gave Leave for Power oy to be ibfenti 

To fuch notorious Attacks as thefe, upon the Freedom 
of Ele£lions, your Committee apprehend are owing th^ 
great'and poffibly unwarrantableExpences that particularPtr^ 
Jons may have been drove to engage in ; fome Expences the 
Laws allow by regulating the Manner of them, and thofe who 
engage in illicire Expences are fubje£l to iieavy penal Laws^ 
but there are none particularly adapted to the Cafe of a Mi- 
i)ifter,who clandeftinely employs the Money of the Publick^ 
and the whole Power and profitable Employments that 
attend the colleftins and dilpofing of it a^ainft the Peo* 
pie; and by this rrofulion and criminal Uiftribntion of 
Offiv:e5, in fome Meafure juftificsthe Expence^ that partii 
cular Perfons are obliged to be at, by making it necefiary 
to the Prefervation of all that is valuable to a free Nation 5 
for in that Cafe the Conteft is plain and viiible ; it ia^ 
(whether the. Commons fliall retain tlie third State in their 

own 
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own Hands,' whilft this whole Difpute is carried on at the 
Expenccof the People, and on the Side of the Miniftcrj 
out of the Money granted to fupport and fecure the con- 
ftitutional Independency of the three Branches of ihi 
Lcgifliturc, 

This Method of Corruption Is as fare, ktid thereford 
yoiur Committee apprehend, as criminal a Way of fub* 
vertin^/ the Conftiturion is by an armed Force, it is tf 
Criitie produftive of a total Deftru£lion of the very Beingf 
of this Cxovernmcnt, and is fo high and unnatural, that no- 
thing but the Powers of Parliament can reacA it 5 and ai 
it can never meet with parliamentary Animadverfion. 
but when it is unfuccefsfuJ, it muft fcek for its Secujritj 
in thp Extent and Efficacy of the Mifchicf it produces / 
and thetefore your Committee apprehend it is the more 
neceflary for your Confiderarion while its wants of Suc-^ 
cefs, >yet leaves an Opportunity to preferve and maintaiit 
your Independency for the future.

Your Committee now proceed to lay before you tlie 
Condua of the Earl of Orford^ with relation to thd 
Quantity and the Manner of iffuing and receiving thar 
part of the publick Money, granted &r the Support of the 
Civil Government, which has been employed in what 1/ 
commonly called Secret Services. 

Yout Committee having been informed t|iat this Mohey» 
had been ifibed under three dilFcrent Denomination^^, 
called fop an Account h^rtuhco ajinexed (N^ 16) of alt 
the Sams^iflbed for Secret Service^ or for His MajeftyV' 
immedifiktef or fpecial Service (tho M.'vney iffaed! to" Hirf- 
Majcfty 6 PrJVf Purfe excepted) art6 rcVmburfe Expen^tali 
during the lift ten Years in which -ff**^/ Earl of O^foiA 
wasfirft CoWmiflionerof thfcTrcAfurj'j-c^r. and this Ac< 
count hnving^been- laid bdPore them front thc^ Auditor ofr 
the Exch'equeir s Office, thete appeared to be iffueduJidec* 
thefe : three Heads only, ineloofft^ theannual Sum dB 
30C0 /. paid* tcT each of the Serferaries of State f(Wr fedecT- 
Scrvictfi'dieSiVm of'tj4'5;f,400 /. ^i. jA :. . .; ; 

The rflbiitg' fuchan immekirePairt df tht Mone^ ^iVedi > 
for the Support of the Civil Government to thefe pardUi 
ctihf I3fe4i'>dttrbig a' Time bf profound" TraticiUiJlty, VJl 
the late Au^tdt^'vlilh SfSi», greatly alarmed your Co&«." 
mitte(,ca«idf<^flr/ttl8m djHi^n- •^ximiniiig^^what'Sii^. hadb^ 
bcen'aflued for the (ame Services in a former Peclod c£ 
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thb like Nutnber oF Years : And your Comoflttee heg. 
leave to reprefent to you, that Exorbitant as this Sam) 
may feem, they would have fuppreffed this F^rt of theix 
Report, if by the Comparifon they had entered upon^; 
they could any Ways have reconciled their Silence upon^ 
this Head to their Duty to this Houfe and to the Nation : 
And your Committee hope that the Period they havepitch'^f 
upon will evince the Truth of this Intention, as it com^- 
prehends a general and moft expeniive War abroad, a De- 
mife of the Crown, the happy Eftablilhment of the prefent 
Koyal Family upon the Throne, and an open and* dangd* 
lous Rebellion at Home ; in Ihort, every Event that can 
happen to juflify extraordinary Expences in carrying on 
the Bufinefs of (jovernment : And it is not eafy to exprefs 
the Surprize of your Committee, when they found by an 
Account laid before them, which is annexed (iNo. ii.) 
That ftora* the i ft of j4u^i'ft 1707, to the i-ft- of jiugufi 
1717, there was iffued under the aforefaid Heads no more 
than the Sum of 337,960 /. 4 j. 54.^- 
: Your Committee obferving, that the Sollicitors of the 
Treafury for the Time being, are the only Perfons to 
whom any of thefe Sums have been iffued that are ac* 
countable for the fame; and there having been iffiied to 
Mr. Paxttniy the prefent Sollicitor, 68-Soo L in the laft ten 
Years in which the Earl of Orfori was firft Commiffionex 
of the Treafury; and the Sum of 58,516/. 2j. 10 i. to 
^x.Borretdin^ mT.(yatchr9de^ fucceffively Sollicitors between^ 
^e ift of ^wgv/? 1707, and the ift of ^uguft 1717; thcfc 
Sums fubfira^ed from their refpeflive Totals, the Remain* 
ders will be 1,384,600 /• 6 s, 3 j: iffued for fecret Semees 
during the laft ten Years, and 279,444/. i J. 7i d; iffued 
fbr the like Services from the Year 1707, to the Year 
2717; by which it appears; that the Sum expended on. 
tliefe Services during the laft ten Years, amounts to near 
five Times as much, as what was expended for the fame 
Services in the ten Years, ending the ift of ^ugu/l 1717. 
And your Gooimittee cannot fjee that any Exigency of 
Affairs, any Diminlition of the National Debt or Acceffion 
ofWealth to the Naition,has happened to juftify fuch Pro- 

fiifion. 

,'And though your Commitrca very well apprehend that 
no:Formof Government can fubfift wichoac*a- Power of 
ofaploying Pubiick- Money for Services,. whichi axe from 

•' ■ , . . ■ . ": their 
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their Nature fecret, and ought always to rematti fo ; yety 
^hen fuch Exorbitant Sums are' ifTued for thofe Services> 
as by paffing through the Hands of a MiliiRer, may be- 
come dangerous to the Liberty of the People, your Com- 
jnittee thought: thcm&lves indifpen&bly obliged to lay it 
l)e{bre you in all the Lights, which the veiy imperfefl 
JEvidence they have been able to procure^ can throw 
upon this nice and dangerous Branch of Service. 

Your Committee now proceed to lay before you the 
Proofs, that rhe Money iffued under the three Heads^ 6f 
Secret Service, of Special Service, and to reimburfe £x^ 
pences, were underftood to mean one and the "fame Thing, 

Chriflopher Til/on^ Efq; a .Qerk in th* Trcrfury, anrf 
who came into that Office in the Year 1684. faid on his 
Examination, '' That he looked on all thefe: Moneys t(]f 
f' be of the fame Nature,. -and that they aire ^11 without 
*' Account^ except as to what relates to the Sollicitors of 
*^ the Treasury; nor is there any Entry in the Treafury 
** of the Application of any.of thefe Sums of Money.** 

John Shepherd, a Deputy MelTenger of the TreafuryJ 
who has received very large Sums under each of th^e 
three Heads, being examined, faid, ^^ That the Warrants' 
^^ upon which he received Money at the Exchequer under' 
^^ any of thefe three Heads, whether in his own -Name, oi; 
'* in the Names of other Perfons, were all without Account^ 
^^ and diat he made no Diilindion, whether the Orders were' 
^' for Special, or Secret Service, or to reimburfe Expences.** 

But your Q)mmittee obferve^ That all the Money if- 
lued under the Head of Secret Service, is iffued in the^ 
Name of John Scrope^ Eiq; Secretary of the Treafury ;' 
but the Orders for the Sums, which were ifiiied under i&n^ 
Heads of Special Service or to reimburfe Expences, are made* 
payable to Mr. Lwotber^ Mr. Rkbards, and Mr. Shepherd^ 
Meffengers of the Exchequer, and to a great Variety oF 
other Names, for which Sams no Receipts appear to hitye' 
been given.; but none of thofe t^ whofe Name^ thefe Orw* 
ders are payable under either of thefe three Heads, ap^' 
pear to have afiy Iniereft in tiie Sulns thus iffued. 

And your Committee have the greatefi Reafon to be^^ 
lie ve that maay of the Orders for this Money were iffueci 
unknown to the Perfons t^ whonji the^ were made payu 
able ; for Mr. George Campiell^ Banker in th^ Strand^ did/ 
oa his Exaiaigation moi^ .the GQnimittef, declarf;^ 
r. ;\ "" "^ " :"' \) 2 '"" **, tha*.

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Amount of tlic Sums therein fpecified. Forli Lift of Pcr-

.thefe Names werje read over, a Lift of which is annexed^ 
(N9 12.) to Mr. HHfony Mr. Ewir, and lAi, Shepherd; and 
they all declared they knew no fuch Ferfons, tho* Mr. 
Shfpheril m particular had received Money on many of 
thofe Orders^ andfaid, ^^ he has wondered he never faw 
^^ the Perfons who endorfed for large Sums/' and tho* nei- 
ther Mr. 7z//b», Mr. Bi«f, nor Mr. Shefheri^ knew who 
thefe Orders were endorfed by^ yet Mr. Fane faid^ ^^ that 
f ^ fuch Orders where the Peribns were not known, have 
^^ been fome times taken away by the Earl of Or for J and 
'^ other Lords of the Treafury to be endorfed; and that 
f^ they, have often been fent away to be endorfed, and 
^^ when they were thus fent, it was generaUy to the Earl of

though they have the greateft Reafon to believe, that the 
whole Sum of iy:jl&d^6ooL 6s. 2d. (excepting the annual 
Allowance to the Secretarys of State for fecret Service) 
was linder the fole DireSion and Difpofition of the Elarl 
.«f,t>fof^* yet in order to proceed with the utmoft Care 
qoijSt Qaution, they think it becomes them to diftinguilh 
vx.the Houfe, thofe Sums which they can trace into the 
Hands of particular Perfons, from thofe which were evi- 
dently lodged with the (aid Ear)^ or with Mr. Scrope^ Se« 
cretary to the Treafury i and which your Committee have 
the ftroiigeft Jleafon to believe from collateral Prooft 
(having not been able to obtain theDirefi ones) were de^- 
kvcred over by Mr. Scrope^ to the faid Earl. 
; And they b^n with Mr. Lowtber^ to whom the.'Suni of 
177,610/. II J. 6d* has been ifliied within the Teem :a£ 
the Inquiry^ which has been difpofed of by him from tim^

particular Notice of it. 

For Mr. John Lrver, High Bailiff of the City oiWeflmin^. 
fter, having incurred the Difpleafure of this Houfe, by 
a6ling at the General Eleflion in an illegal and arbitrary 
Manner, in prejudice of the Rights and Liberties of the 
Eleflors of tlie faid City, and in manifeft Violation of the 
Freedom of Blledions, and being in Ctiftody of the Ser- 
jeant at Arms attending this Howfe for the faid Offence; 
your Committee find that 1500/. iffued under the Head of.

amined, faid, that Sir Charles Warer told him, that he was 
in £xpe£lation of getting fome Money tor Mr. Lever the 
High BailifE of Weftminfler; and .when he (Galhry) one 
Day returned from the Navy-board, Sir Charles told hint 
that in his Abfence 1500/. had been brought him by one 
of the Treafury, and Sir Charles defircd him to take the 
Money and pay it to Mr. Lever.'^ and that he received the 
1-500 /. from Sir Charles the 2d of January laft, and has 
fincc paid it to the Ufe of the 'faid Lever , as will more 
fully appear by his Examination hereunto annexed, (N^ 14.) 
Belide» thefe Sums^ there are two other Sams of 428 ^ 
1 2 /.and 2110 L ij^/i to be added to this Account, iffued 
to Mr. Leheup^ which he faid were to anfwer Bills drawn 
from abroad, .Thefe Sums already mentioned, together 
\yith the Money iQued to ihe Secretaries of State for fecret 
Service, are 'a;ll the Money which your Committee has 
been able to trace into the Hands of particiilar Perfons, 
aiid amount in the whole to the Sum of 271,769/. 6L 
ahd this being. taken from the Sum of 1,284,600/. 6s. 3d. 
the whole iffued tinder the three Meads for fecret Service^ 
there remains the Sum of 1,1 12,83 i7i 5 •'• P ^- which Sum>. 
your Committee conceive they have traced more immedi- 
ately into the Hands of the Earl of O/dri, or Mr. Scrope { 
and do now proceed to lay the Proo& thereof fcefore you, 
as adfo the Circumilances which induced them to believe,' 
that whatever Sums were paid into the Hands of Mr. Scrope^ 
Were by him' paid over to the Earl of Or ford. 

. They firft obferve, that this laft Sura ot 1,112,831 /. fr:* 
{;d. hath ieither been iffued under the Head of fecret Ser- ' 
vice, in the Njtme of Mr. Scr(fe^ or under the Heads oT 
Ipecial Service, and to rcimburfe Expences, in theNante^* 
ol Richards y" '.Shepherd^ and others; the greatcft part of 
which- hath been teccived at the Exchequer, .by ShephM^ 
or by his VttisiceSht. Richards. ' "^ ^ 

• Fpt JohmShepherd being examined, faid, " that.he has^* 
•< received at thf Exchequer: fcveral rSnms of Money, b/* 
^ i^ders madoLout tribis owadKamt^; and othiar Sums hf* 
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••■ Orders' saie car in rhc Nan:c cf Perfcns ankncvn to 
*• hin ; and thit he has gexieralh' received the fecrcc Ser- 
*• Ti:e Money, which is in Mr/irJ/Y $ Name ; that the 
^* OrJers foi thc'c Sums were srnerally given to him.by 
** Mr. FdHfj or Mr. Screfe^ and fometimes by Mr. TilfoHj 
*^ or an under Clerk, but chiefly by Mr. F^sjk; and that 
'' he ufua]]]( lepaid the Money, when he had received it, 
*' to Th3re troin whom he received the Order* unlcfi rhcy 
*" pinicularly directed him to pay it to ether Perfoas : and 
^ that ail his Warrants were without Acroant, and he

Mr. Tilfon being eiamined, faid, ^ that he has had fecrec 
*' Service Money brought to him, but that he never did 
** receive, any Money at the Exchequer himfHT, Shef^ari 
^^ always brought it to him ; that he has always deiivered 
" aU Moneys he has received, whether for fecret Service,. 

fpecial Service, or to leimburfe Expcnces, to Mr. KtAry 

Mr. Scroffj or the Elarl of Orfard ; that he has to be 
*' fure paid very confiderable Sums of f .cret Service Money 
*^ to the Earl of Orfird^ but has no way of afoercaining . 
^^ by Book what he has paid, the Tranlition was fo quick. - 

Henry Fane £fq; a Clerk of the Treafury, faid, t^ that. 
** be has received verbal Orders from the Earl of Orftari^ 
^^ to prepare Warrants for the King to fign, and to brii^ 
^^ to him the faid Ear), the Money ; that Sums of Money 
^ for fecret Service nnre been frequently pur xilco his': 
^ Hands, which were fometimes broovht him by a Mef* i 
^ Irnger, and that he delivered this Money either to tHcr 
* Karl of Or ford himfelf, or to Mr. Serope to carry it ta> 
•* the faid Earl J that when he gav* it to Mr. &r(^f^-.ic 
•* was for him to carry to the Earl of Orfvri^ amihe-be^^ 
** Jicves all fuch Sums came into, the (aid Earl's HaaUs^* 

excepting 
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^ excepting fpme trifling Sums of 40 or 50/. which hie 
^i has paid to others ; that he has paid many Sum^ to the 
" faid Earl, but kept no Account, nqr could he irecollea 
^' the particular Sums he has thus paid ; that vyhat he thus 
^^ received and paid, and what he has a6bed in thefe Af- 
^* feirs, was by the faid Earl of Or/iri'sDireitions, either 
*^ from himfelf, or iignified to him fay Mr. Scr»he; and he 
*^ does not know that any other Lord of the Treafury has. 
*^ ever given him DireSions, for either receiving or pay- 
" ing any Secret Service Money: And he further faid, 
" That the Orders he has received to prepare Warrants 
" upon the three Heads of Secret Service, Special Service, 
" or to reimburfe Expences for his Majcfty's Service, have 
** been either dire£Hy from Lord Orford himfelf, 6t from 
" other Perfons^ who fignified to him, that thcife Orders 
** were from Lord Orford.'* 

Your Committee next obferve, that the Sum iflued in 
Mr, Scrope s Name for Secret Service during the Time of 
the Enquiry, amounts to 815,819/. 51. 2d. and there haaf 
been ilfued' in the Name of Shepherd within the lame" 
Time, exclufive of what he paid to Mr. Middleton and Sir 
Charles Watery the Sum of 78,633/.' 14 x. 2d. and in the 
Name of RiVfe^jr//^, 415,546 /. j6s. 6d. and out of 32 Ox* 
ders in various Names, which t\\z Committee called for, 
26 of them amounting to the Sqm of 119,211/. Ss. ^d. 
appear to have been received iw Shepherd ; for he faid," 
^^ he always iigned them on the Back as a Witnrfs, wh^xi 
" they were not in his own Name.** Thde Sums thm 
iffued in the Names of Mr-.^Sro/^, Shtpherdy Vichards^ 
and of other Perfons, received by Shepherd^ amount in the 
whole to 1,059,211/* 6ts.2dy and this Sum your Com- 
mittee think they hav6 traced into the Hands of the Earl 
of Orford or Mr. Scrope^ who Mr. Fi^ii^ believes qarried aU 
he received to .the uid Earl. There i^ Aill. wanting xg^ 
make up the Sum of 1,112,831/. 5X. 9^. the Sum. 0^ 
53,61^^ iQS.'Td. and this laft Sum hath' been iffued by 
Orders, fix of which a'mopnting to 2^^650/. were iir 
Names not knpwn, and wiaiefled by. Perfons belonging tpi/, 
the Treafury^ though not by Shepherd ; and tlie Remaindeir' 
were generaUy for fuch fniall Sums, that your Committer, f 
did not think it neceflary to enter intp a more minute. : 
E^uunination abopt them. / 
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* It further appears to your Committee, That befides the 
Sum of 1,453^00 /• 6s. 3d. already mentioned, there has 
been paid in the 10 Years preceding the i^th o^Februsry 
hft, the Sum of 45,675 /. %vithout Account, to the Secre- 
tary of the Poft Office, for the Time bemg (as by an Ac* 
count hereunto annexed (N^. 15.) by Virtue of a Warrant 
from the Treafury ; and this for a Service formerly incon* 
fideiable: Your Committee find by Papers laid before 
them, that the firft Payment of this Kind was in the 
Year 1718, and amounted to 446/. 2j. and the fucceeding 
Payments for fome Years were about 750/. per Annum ^ 
from whence it has gradually encreafed to 4700/. the 
prefent annual Allowance; and the prefent Secretary, Joh» 
David Barbutt^ Eiq 5 being examined as to this Allowance, 
laid, " That the greateft Part of this Money is for the 
*' defraying the Expence of a private Office for the in- 
^ fpe6^ing foreign Correfpondcnce 5 that he cannot fay as 
" to the fiift Eftablilhment of this Office, having been 
^* but three Years and a half in the Foft Office ; but he 
•* apprehends there was always an Office of this Kind^ 
^ and that it was defrayed formerly by the Secretaries of 
^ State:" The Eftablilhments in this Office feemed fa 
extraordinary to your Committcse, that they have added 
the Particulars, as contained in the Examination of Mr* 
J?^^^!/// hereunto annexed (N^. i6.) Your Committee cannot 
but obferve, that this Method of giving Warrants for 
Money without Account on the Offices, where any Part 
of the Civil LiA Revenue is received, is highly irregular, 
as it tends to difguife the Sums iffued for Secret Service, 
and may conceal the Amount of the Revenue itfelf ; for if 
the Sums paid by fuch Warrants are deduced from the 
Receipts of the Revenue before it is accounted for, and 
the Ballancc only paid into the Exchequer, the Revenue 
muft appear to be lefs by fo much as the Deductions 
amount to. 

*. Your Committee now proceed to lay before you the laft 
Tranfa£lions of the Earl of OrfwAj as firft Commiffioner 
6f the Treafury ; by which it wUl appear, that befides the 
▼aft Sums they have already mentioned, he not only ex- 
liaufted the Remains of publick Treafure, which his for- 
mer Proftifion had- left in the Exchequer, but ivenpre* 
, fumed to anticipate the Revenues -of his Majefty^s C^vil 
Ijft for a conliderable Sum, and by altering the regular 
*- ' - - Coqrfc 
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Coorfe* of the Exchequer Payments, did avail himfelf of 
that Anticipitation^ and got a large Sum of Money into 
his own Hands, difguifed under three different Orders: 
For on the 9th of February laft, which was but two Daya 
before he quitted his Employments, Orders were figned 
by him for the Payment of 2^,641 /. 7 J. 6d. for Secret 
Service, and to reimburfe Expences; oefides two othec 

^ Orders payable out of the Civil Lift Revenues, which he 
figned on the fame Day for 5047/. i6f. 3d. |, there being 
then other Orders on the faid Revenue ftanding out and 
uncomplied with for the Sum of 1568 /• 9 x. 2 d. amount- 
ing in the whole to the Sum of 30^257/. I2x. 11 d. f ; 
notwichftandingthat^ on that Day there was but 14,284/. 
17 J. I in the Exchequer^ applicable to the Ufes of his 
Majefty's Civil Government, as appeared to your Commit- 
tee by a State laid before them of the Cafh of the Civil 
Lift Revenues on that Day ; and in order to ihew the Ir- 
regularities of which the (aid Earl was guilty in the 
Courfe of this Affair, it is necrflary to lay before the 
Houfe, an Account o£ the regular Courfe of Payment at 
the Exchequer. 
John Shepherd being examined, faid, ^^ That the Courfe 

^ ^^ of receiving Money in the Exchequer is thus : The 
^' King iilues his Sign Manual for a certain Sum, which is 
** counterfigned by the Lords of the Treafury, and thereon 
*^ the Lords of the Treafury dire£l a Warrant figned by 
** them to the Auditor of the Exchequer, who, on the 
** Receipt of it, makes out an Order, fignifying that Order 
^^ is taken, that Payment Ihall be made 9 this Order is fenc 
*^ to the Treafury, and figned by the Lords, and then one 
*' of the Secretaries of the Treafury figns a Letter to tHe 
^^ Auditor, dircfling the Money to be iffued when the 
*' beformentioned Sign Manual, Warrant and Order, are 
*^ produced ; that thefe Inftruments, together with the Let- 
*' ter, are carried to the Auditor, who directs the Pay- 
** mcnt of the Order to one of the Tellers, and then fends 
*^ it to the Clerk of the Pells, in order to its being re- 
" corded, but keeps the Sign Manual and the Warrant till

By this it appears, that according to the regular Courfe 
oE the Exchequer, there muft be many Steps thro* the 
different Offices, between the iffuiiig of the Warrant and 
the Receipt of the Money from the Teller's, which were 
not obferved in the Cafe of the Sum which the Earl of 
Or fori did, on the pth of Tebrvnry get into his own Hands; 
for it appears that this Sum was receivc-J in Confeqnence 
rf two Warrants, iffued in the Name of Mr. Serif e for 
Secret Service 5 one for 8442/. and the other for ^p6pL 
and one other Warrant iflued in the Name of Shepherd For 
Special Service for 3050/. and was paid to the Earl of 
Orford on the very Lhiy the Warrants were (ignedby him 
the faid Earl; this was efie£led by depofuing the Orders 
with the Bank Officer at the Exchequer, before they were 
properly dirt£led by the Auditor ; for Mr. Matthew Cottet^ 
the Principal Bank Clerk who attends at the Exchequer, 
being examined, faid, ** That he paid the Money for thofe 
•* Orders to Mr. Fane on TuefUj the 9th of February laft ; 
*^ that the Orders were not dire£led by the Auditor till 
" the nth of February following; and he did not receive 
^^ the Sums for thofe Orders at the Exchequer till the 
** 17th;" ^TxdMr.Fane being examined, faid, "That he 
•* received on the pth of February laft the three Sums of 
** 8442/. of ^p6pL and 30'>o/. as Secret Service Money; 
** that it was from the Bank Officer that he received this 
** Money, and left the Orders with him ; and that the 
** fame Day, between the Hours of 1 1 and r, he paid them 
•* altogether in one Payment to the Earl of Orfttrd ; in his 
*' Clofet, at hisHoufe in Dowtiing-ftreet; that he took his 
** Direftions from the faid Earl to prepare the Warrants for 
•^ the 3 Sums, and was at the fame Time ordered to bring 
*^ the Money to him:" He being again farther examined^ 
faid, "That on the Thurfday preceding the Earl of Or^ 
^* ford's Refignation of his Employments, being the 4th 
" of February^ Mr. Scrcfe ordered him to draw a 
** Warrant for a Penfion of 4000 /. fer Annum to Lord 
** Orfordy during the Joint Lives of the King and of the 
•* EarJ, which he accoidingly did^ and gave it to Mr. Scrofe^ 
* who returo'd it him the itext Day ; and faid the Etftl 
* €1 ^ OrjfW had pcrUfed it, and approved of it with 
_ fomc immaterial Alterations; and when it was wMte 

!: over 
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^ over &ir, Mr. Scr$fe took it ag^itu and, ai Mr. Pdne bc- 
** lieves, left it with the Earl of Orprd.^* 

It appears to your Committee, that one of the other 
Orders, ligned by the faid Earl on the pth of February^ wat 
for 20OO /•payable to Major Fatrthy under the Head of rc- 
imburfing Expences for His Majefly's Service ; and Major 
Forth being examined, faid, ^^ That he advanced a Sum 
** ot Money to the Duke of Boltonj for which he was to re- 
* ceive 7000 /. at looo /. each half Year ; and that the 
^ Duke drew a Bill, direaed to Sir Ibbert Walpole, which 
** ran thus; I defire you will pay to Major Forth 1000/. 
** or his Order, every half Year, for three Years and a 
•* half, to commence from luutj-Day laft, for Value re- 
^ ceived the 16th Day o^Mdy 1738 ; that Sir Robirt WaU 
*^ pole verbally accepted this Bill, but would not indorfe 
** it ; that he has received 5000 /. at five different Pay- 
^^ ments from Sir Robert Walpole's own Hands in Bank 
** Notes, and that Lord Orford told him about the 9th 
5* Febrnarj laft, that a Warrant was figned for the 2000 /. 
^ unpaid, which was the firft Order that had faffed 
*^ through the Treafury thereon." 

Your Committee being farther defirous to inform them- 
lelves in what manner the vaftSums iffued for Secret Ser- 
vice were accounted for to His Majefty, fent for Mr*THfon^ 
who being examined, faid, ^* That when His Majefty 
^^ figned a Sign Manual for the paying of any Sum of 
^ Money to Mu Scrofe ior^tciet Service, healfo fign*d, 
^ at the fame Time, a Receipt to Mr. Scrofe for the fame 
^ Sum, but that there was always a Blank left for the 
" Date ; and the Dates are at the fame Time put in at 
** the Treafury, to the Warrant, the Order, the Sign 
^ Manual, and the King's Receipt; and this is ufuafly 
^ done by the Entering Clerk, who wrote the Sign Ma- 
^^ nual, that it may all appear in the^ fame Hand ; that 
" the Date of the Receipt is always made the fame as the 
** Date of the Order j and he produced to your Com- 
^ mittee a Paper, the Copy whereof is here infeited, and 
•* is as follows.

. And your Committee being informed, that the Paper 
delivered by Mr. Tiljhn was the Hand-writing of Mu 
Thomas Wilkin^ fent for him, and he being examined, 
faid, ^ That the laid Paper was his Hand* writing^ and 
V was by him copied from a Paper, delivered to him hf 
** by Mr. Tilfon^ and which he believed was an Origintl j 
•* that he has never kti\ the King write, but he has fccn 
^^ many Sign Manuals, and he chinks there was the fame 
** Haiid to that Paper ; that he has never feen the Earl of 
*' Or ford write, but what was to the Paper he copied was 
*^ like what he had f^tn for the Earl of Orford's Hand j 
*' that he believes the Copy he made was not examined^' 
* but he copied it exa<aiy Word for Word, and took the 
*^ Sums and Dates exaftly, and believes it was a true Copy.*' 
. Your Committee cannot but obferve, that this Receipt 
js for one of thofe very Sums which Mr. Fane received by 
Anticipation of the Bank Officer, the pth of February^ and 
which V/3S not really iffued at the Receipt of the Exche- 
quer till the 17th of February^ and never went into the 
Hands of Mr. Scrope, but was immediately carried to Lord 
Orford. 

. Your Committee were at a Lofs to know what was 
meant by thofe Words, Examined Orford^ it being impof. 
CbJe to mean the witneffing to His Majefty's Receipt of 
it from Mr. Scrope on that Day, for Mr.Scrope never had 
the Money, and therefore could not pay it into His Ma- 
jefty*s Hands, as that would imply ; nor have your Com- 
mittee been able to inform themfelves, whether or no 
this is conformable to any ancient and regular Way of dif*^ 
chai'ging Perfons for the Receipt of fuch Sums, or a mo* 
dern Invention ; and in order to clear up this, and other 
Matters, of fir greater Importance, your Committee ap» 
plied to the Houfe for Leave to examine '^ofe^ Scrope^ E(q; 
iju Confequence wHerebf he did attend on the 4Ch oiyunir 
Inftant, when he did acquaint the Committee, " that Me 
1* had read the Oath, and found it to be a ftrojig one, and" 

" *; defired 
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^' defircd the Opinion of the Committee how he was to 
^^ behave ; that if they intended to examine him about the 
*' Secret Service Money, he doubted he could not anfwet 
" without having His Maiefty's Leave, and he faid be was 
*' tender of doing any 1 hing which might leave a StaiA 
** on his Charadler ; though he believes he can give no 
*' Information to the Committee, more than what they 
f^ have already got;" and then he withdrew. Then Mr. 
Scrope was again called in, and the Chairman informed 
him^ that the Committee had coniidered of what ht had 
iaid^ and he was dire£led to acquaint him, that they did 
not think themfelves to be in a Situation to dired or ad^* 
vife in the Afiair ; but the Committee deiired to know 
whether he would fubmit to take the Oath, or not ; to 
which Mr. Scrofe anfwered, ^' I hope you will give me 
*^ Time to conuder of it, as being a Matter of great Con- 
<^ fequencCj" and then he withdrew ; upon which" the 
Committee appointed him to attend on the 14th of this 
luftant June^ on which Day he did accordingly attend ; 
and your Committee being informed that he delired to 
fpeak with the Chairman and the Committee, he was 
called in, and asked what he had to fay. 

Whereupon Mr. Scrope faid, " That he was extremely 
^^ forty that he Ihould give the Committee fo much Trou« 
^^ ble, for he did aflure them that his Refufal was not 
** premeditated, for he came the other Day refolved to 
5* take the Oath, though he had then Doubts if he Ihould 
" anfwer in what related to Secret Service Money, and 
^ thought he might have made his Objedlions, when he 
^^ was examined, to it, and accordingly began to take the 
^' Oath ; but when he came to the General Words, he 
^' found them to be fo Strong and General, that he doubt«% 
^' ed, if he ihould not be guilty of Per jury, if he Ihould take 
^ the Oath and not anfwer. 

" Tliat he had improved the Time the Committee 
^^ had been fo kind to give him, and had confulted with 
♦^ the ableft Lawyers and Divines^ and they have made 
" his Scruples ftronger ; arid that he did itot do it to ob- 
f^ ftrud the Inquiry, but could not, as an honeft Man, 
•* and with a fafe Confcience, take the Oath: That fie 
^ had laid his Cafe before the King, and was authorized 
♦^ to lay. That, t^c Difpo&l of Money iffued fot Socrirt 
J* Service^ by the Nature of it requires the utmoft,Secrie* 
' ^^ " " ^ «cy. 
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«* cy, ind is accounted for to his Majcfly only, and 
^ therefore his Nbjefty could not permit him to difclofe 
* any Thing on that Subjed. 

*' That he had well confidered with himfelf, and con^^ 
<* fulted other Perfons, and thinks he ihould be criminal 
** if he took a General Oath^ when there were particular 
** Queftions which he did not intend to anfwer. That 
^^ he hoped he Ihould not incur the Difpleafure of the 
^ Committee, for if the Oath was confined^ he nvas lea^ 
^ to be examined." 

Which Behaviour of Mr. Scrope greatly furprizcd your 
Committee^ confidering the Information they had received 
from the many Papers relating to the Secret Service, which 
had been laid before them, and from the Examinations of 
the Meffengers and the moft knowing and adive Clerks in 
the Office where he is Secretary. 

Mr. Scrope having thus refufed to anfwer to this mate- 
rial'Part of this Inquiry, your Committee begs Leave to 
obferve, that thofe Sums, which arc fpecify'd to be for 
Secret Service, and which have always been iflued in Mr. 
Scrope % Name, are the only Money for which his Maje- 
^ gives a Receipt, and may therefore be all that the 
Cfrown conceives to be ifTued without Account for the 
fpecious Titles of Spiecial Service, and to reimburfe £x- 
pences, feem, from the very Phrafe, to imply fome Account ; 
and what is iffued to the SolUcitoc oi the Treafury under 
the Head of reimburfing Expences, is adually accounted 
for ; fo that his MajeAy may poflibly be led to believe, 
that aU the Money iuued under thefe Heads is accounted 
for, as he gives no Receipt for the fame : And thus te 
may happen, that, by the Artifice of a Minifter, fuch Sums 
of Money may be iffued under the Heads of Special Ser- 
vice and to reimburfe Expences, as may endanger the Pub- 
lick Liberty, whilft the Crown may be ignorant ot the 
fame; and by attending only to what is fpecified to be 
For Secret Service, may believe that Service is kept within 
re^fonable Bounds. 

Thefe are the moA remarkable Particulars that your 
Committee think proper to lay before you relating to the 
Head of Secret Service, which if it be confidered, either 
by Comparifon or by its Confequence, either by the Sdm 
or the Manner of its ijQfue and Receipt^ is equally cxor« 
bitant) dangerous^ and deftiufiive, ; . . . . : -' 
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If it^U :c6a(idered by the gcofs GMnpairiTon^ thin H 
ftands as above, as 1,3849600 /.. 6,s. 3 d. 1027^^444/. 1 1^ 
7 d. ^y if by defcendine iato PatticQlar&^ then it iviUap* 
peai tliat the two remarkable Years 1733 ^^ 1734 amount 
to 312,128 L ipx. fd^ bbing confiderably more thanthe 
Total of the whole ten Years, from 170^ to 1717. 

And what is moft aftoniihing, the Demands for Secret 
Services in the fix Weeks immediately preceding the Rer 
fighation of the ELarl of Orfordy amount to more than the 
ivhole Expence upon that Head in the three Years, ending 
in\<^M^tf/ 1710 ; and the .Draughts upon the Excheqtiec 
for that ufe in one Day only, being th^ pth of Fibrusrj 
laft (the laA indeed he fate at the Treafury) amount to s 
greater Sum than was iffued for that Service in any one of 
the forementioned three Years^ ib glorioufly diftinguilhed 
by repeated Victories. 

And if the Confeauences of this Profufion be conlidered,' 
what can they be^ but the Alteration of a. Government^ 
which fo lately, was fupported in that Branch for oxie 
fifth Part of the Expence^ upon the Medium ojf the ten 
Years? Your Committee have informed you how. the 
Power, the Influence, the Offices of the Government 
have been employed by him, towards violating the Free* 
dom of your Ele£iions ; and they apprehend that they 
have juft Grounds to fufpe£^, that part of thefe immenfe 
Sums have been expended for the fame moft pernicious 
Purpdfes ^ and the rather, when they confider from what 
Queftion the obftinate Silence of Vaxton took its Rife^ 
as alfo what Sums have been given towards defraying the 
Expences of the n^w Charter at IUd»$ry and to carry on 
the Profecutions ^tCokheflery as alfo, the ftrong Proba^ 
bility of the fame PrafticQ being cajrrie^ on uith regard 
to the Borough of Orfordy beHdes the remarkable Sum to 
Lever y ,as a Reward to .a moftr unjuft Returning Officer^ 
cenfured by, and a£tually under the Ppnilhment of Parlia^ 
went, as a violatpr of tte^J-ibcrties of Jiis Country. , 

Nor are the Apprehetrifions of yOur Com.mittee at flU 
leflened, when they ccikfider the Manner oi ifluing^and 
jreceiying thefe. great Sums.;. fox hece they fiiid the tegukt 
Courfe and Order of the Exchequer was, ,on the pth of 
February laft, overturned, by pawning the Orders to a 
Baiikman 'for immediate Payment ; by whlcK M.t.-isx^^s^^ 
Earl ofOrford got 17,461 I. into Vv^ ovm'V^axA'^.^ ww'^ ^^ 
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tfieJdl P^fshcietniined in the Trearorf , which vm dif- 
guifed in three Watrancs, and was mach more than theA 
c^ukUy wai in the Exchequer, applicable to the Ufes d 
the Civil G#veTnm0nt. 

V. They alio find the Sums iflhed under the two Heads oE 
Special Service^ and to relmburfe Expences fer His Ma* 
|rfhp'i Servrice, though they feem to imply open and de- 
terminate Ufes^ yet they are iflued without Receipt from 
Ids Majefty^ as well as without Account, except what 
lefates to me SoUicitor of the Treafury : fo that it is 
mffible, that the Sums under thefe two Heads ambunt* 
Ifiig tb 508,761 L IS. t d. may be liTued and employed 
for Ufes, whifch the Crown xtfclF may look upon as no 
Ways making part of the Article of Seact Service; And 
tf i profufe Ind defigning Minifter fhould by thefe 
Means get a Power of fquandering fuch vaft Sums of Secret 
$trvice-money upon his own arbitrary Defigns, while the 
Crown may be mifled to imagine, that this Branch of 
tte Government is carried on at a moderate and juiiifiable 
E^pehteL your Committee apprehend, that the Kins 
tniy be impoverifhed, the Civil Lift exhaufted, the juit 
Debts unpaid^ and the People in Confequence loaded wiA 
ftew Burdens, to replace that Ptofufion, which may be fo 
iSSi^erous to their Liberties. 

Tour Committee have now laid before you the CbnduA 
^ thie Earl of Orfsrd^ with relation to the Payment of the 
Troopsj the Freedom of your Elections, and the Quan- 
tity, as well as Manner and Confequence of ilTuing suid 
Ireceivitqi the Publick Money, fuppofed to be employed 
for the Siscret Services dF the Scate^ notwithftanding the 
Obflradions they have met with, either br want of 
t^>wer to compel^ or indemnify, the unwilling Witnefk or 
Accomplices, ahd from their Iiubility to pioted ahd fup^ 
^t thofe, whd might have been more ready to da their 
Duty to the Publick.

CAPT, Alexanier Wiljon being examined in the^cdl 
foleran Manner this 21ft Day of April^ 1742, fai5, 
that he was an Agent to Lord Cffthcan when he ^s pre- 
paring for his Expedition to the Weft-Indies; that in. 9c 
about May or June 1740, Lord Cat heart received frodoi 
Mr. Felham a rough Draught of Inftruflions, which ^t. 
Felham propofcd to give to his Deputy Pay Mafter thf^t 
tvas to attend the Troops tinder Lord Catjjcart. That this 
Exammant perufed the faid Draught, together with Lord 
Cathcart ; that it contained Diredions for the Deputy tp 
pay the Troops at Jamaica^ at fuch a Rate of Exchange 
as Ihould appear to Lord Cathcart^ and the Superior 0$* 
cers, to be mod advantageous to th-*m : That this Rate 
of Exchange ihould be conAant and invariable; and that 
the faid Deputy ihould keep an Account Current of what 
he thus paid, and if any Advantage accrued from the 
Currency thus fettled, the Publick were to be intitled fo 
it; but if there \\as any Lofs, the Publick were to make 
it good ; and it was alfo propofed that the Deputy ihoul3 
carry with him a Sum of Money for this Furpofc, andt 
ihould be authorized to draw the neceffary Bills on the 
Pay Mafler General; that Lord Cathcart approved oE 
thefe Inftruftions : But on or about the latter end of June^ 
or the beginning of July 1740, it was intimated to Lora 
Cathcart from the Pay Office, or by Mr. Burrell or Brifr 
towy that the Treafury were of Opinion, that the Troops 
were not to be left to the Uncertainty of finding Money 
abroad, fince Merchants might make their Advantages pE 
the NeccflSty the Troops might be fometimes under; and 
that in Confequence of this Opinion^ a Contra£l for pay^ 
ing the Troops at the Rate of 120/. 'Jamaica Money, foe 
100/. Sterling, was then depending before the Treafury j 
that Lord Cathcart immediately on this Information ap- 
plied by this Exami^ant to Mr. Williams's and Mr. Motir 
Jon's Offices for a Meeting; his declared Purpofe in pro* 
curing this Meeting was, if poifible, to get the Troops 
paid in a more advantageous M^inner^ for he did nq.t ap^ 
prebend that the ContraA was already paft, but only that 
it was then depending ; that at this Meeting, which was 
at Mr. Williams"$ Office, between the 4tfe and 15th of Jt^lj 
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174^, there were prerent Lord Cathcart^ Mr. Hdnhury 
WillUmsy Pay Mafter of the Marines, Mu Burr ell and Mr. 
Briflow, and this Examinant ; Mr. Pelham was then in 
Tarkfhire vfith Mr. .Arundell^ as he believes. Lord Cafbcart 
took Notice of the Inconveniences which might arifc by 
paying Men only 120/. Jamaica Money for 100 /.Sterling, 
when by the concurring Reports from JamaicM and of 
Merchants, the Exchange was fiom 135 to 140, that he men- 
tioned hereupon what he had obferved in Armies Abroad, 
particularly what happened at Ghent and Bntges in 171 2, 
where the Troops munity'd on Account of fome fmaU 
Deduflions for Camp Neceffarics and Bread, which were 
taken from fome Regiments and not from others : That 
this Examinant faid at the fame Time, that as the Troops 
from North America under Col. BUkeney were paid at the 
full Currency of Exchange in thofe Parts, he apprehended, 
that if they received lefs Money when they joined 
Lord Cathcart^ than what they had before, they might be- 
gin a Mutiny, and by informing LcrJ Cathcari*s Men, 
might occafion Difcontents or Mutiny amongft them alfoi 
The Contraftors anfwered to this, that the DifFereocc of 
Currency in the Northern Provinces of America^ from 
..whence Col. B///ife^^^ys . Troops came, was rather more to 
the Difadvantage of thofe Troops, than the intended Pay- 
ments of iiol. per Cent, rhat the Contra6l6rs explained 
themfelves on this Particular in a Manner that this Exar 
minant could not anfwer, nor ind^ed underftand; that 
Lord Cathcart was filent. The Contra6lors reckoned up 
feveral Articles of the Charge it would be to them, fome 
of which were the Infurance of the Money^ the Freights 
the Commiffion which they were to pay to their Corrcf- 
poridents in Jamaica^ with other incident Charges, which 
this Examinant can't remember ; all thefe together thw 
faid, was the Caufe that they could not contra^ iot leU 
Profit tlian what they Ihouldgetby paying 120/. Jamalcm 
Currency for 100 /.Sterling. There was fome other Talk 
upon this Affair, which all ended in Mr. Burretl or 
Briftow's (but thinks it was Mr. Burrell) declaring that they 
had made an Agreement with the Treafury already upon 
thefe Terras, and that they could not do it- for lefs Profit: 
J^hat this Declaration of Mr. Burrell\ put an end to the 
l^ebatesand the Meeting; for Lord ^/k^r^ acquiefced in 

wflat the.Treafury thought fit, as^ he was under Qidcrj; 

he 
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he was a Polite Man, and did not choofe to fignify hli ' 
Difapprobacion when it was of no Confcqiipncc ; foonthe * 
faid Declaration he faid, he was to be determined by Su- 
perior Powers J but in private Converfation atterwards 
wich this Examinant, he wilhed it had been hfitter ; that . 
this Examinant cannot of his own Knowledge fay, what 
Steps had been taken with the Treafury, with Relation to 
the firft intended Inftrudlions^ nor does he know of any 
Publick Notice given by the Treafury tor receiving Propo« 
fais, nor.hasc he heard of. any Propofals from others but 
Mcir. Burrell and Brifiovo^ but he is not in the Way oC 
Treafury AjSkirs, 

Being farther examined on the 27th Day of April 1 742 J 
in Relation to the rough Draught of Inftru£tions men« 
tioned above, faid, That Mr.PW&iw, in Converfation with 
Lord Cathcart when this Examinant was prefent, delivered 
it as his Opinion, that the Troops might be fupplied in 
the Manner there laid down, efpecialTy as he fuppofed 
that Money would be brought into Jamaica by the Taking 
of Prizes : That the rough Draught was delivered to Lord 
Cathcart after thefc Converfations, that it began with the 
Stile of InAru£tions in the fame Manner as was cuftomary 
to give to all Deputy Pay Mafters abroad, impowering him 
to take up and draw Bills for the fupply of the Troops, &Cm 
That it was written in a Running Hand, and, as he thinks^ 
in two Sheets of Paper Folio Ways, but chat all the Sides 
were not filled : That as it was to be perufed by Lord 
Cathcart as a Plan, on which, if approved of, Inftruflions 
were to be formed, there was Room left for Additions 
aiid Alterations, but that Lord Cathcart finding that, fo fac 
as it related to himfelf, it was compleat and wanted n3ney 
neither Lord Cathcart nor this Examinant made any 
therein, but returned if to the Pay Office unaltered : Thac 
this Examinant believes. Lord Cathcarf^ Secretary carried 
it back, or perhaps Mr. Pelham's Deputy might caJl for it: 
That this Examinant faw the final Inftrudions given to 
the Deputy Pay Mafter, but he only looked over them 
tranfiently; however, he read fo much as to he lure that 
the Power of drawing upopi the Pay Mafter, in Cafe of 
Neceffity or Difappointmentj|, Was therein contained, tho' 
he cannot exprefsly fpeaktpthofe Words: This Exami- 
nant adds, that he has been informed by one of the 
Cfcrks of Mr. H/7/w///s Office, that Mcff. Burrcll ai>d

J'}ETER Burrelly Efq; being examined in the moft 
* folemn Manner this 30th Day o^ April 1742, faid. 
That about the latter End of the Year 1739, going* down 
Stairs from the Httiffe of Comfnoni, he was asked by Sir 
JtobertW^lpole^ it he, thisExaminant, or his Acquaintance*, 
hatf any Money in the Northern Colonies ; that about 
three Weeks or a Month afterwards, he told Sir Hobert, 
that he could not meet with any Ferfons^ whom he could 
depend on, who had ; and Sir Robert then replied, he be* 
lieVed there would be no Occafion for any ; that as foon as 
it was publickly known that Troops were going to Ja^^ 
maica^ this Examinant took Occalion from this incidenc 
to'lsipply to Sir RoiertWalpole^ and to acquaint him, that 
as he, this Examinant, had Correfpondents zt Jamaica on 
the South Sea Con^anyz Account, who were Men of great,. 
Cuedit ztjamaicay and who had the greateft Command of 
Money of any in the Place, this Examinajit thought He .. 
could fupply the Government as well as any body, if Mo* 
ney was wanted there, to which the Examinant then re- 
ceived nopofitivc Anfwer; that after this, this Examijiant . 
confidcring with himfelf the great Importance of this Af- 
fair, he thought it too touch Hazard for himfjelf aIonc„ 
and thereon asked Mr. Br//?ow if he thought it could beim- 
dertaken without a greirRifque, that when they had cdn- 
fulted together, they agreed on the Terms on which they 
would propofe it : And about the Month oijune^ the Par- 
liament being then prorogued, they waited on Six Robert 
IValpole^X Chelfeay and made an offer of furnifhing any 
fucn Sums, as might be wanting for the Payrrieht of the 
Troops, on the fame Conditions which were afterwards 
agreed to by the Treafury ; th*t Sir Rabfrt Walpole asked 
theaij if thofc were the loweft Terms, and hoped thcy^ 

would .. 
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vvould not ask mpte thaia what was reafonabld^ nof wUd^ 
any body ihould complain ot ; and the Examinant aflure^ ^ 
him, that upon the beft Calculation^ the^ had not. That he 
would not take it on himfelf, but <leured them to make' 
theii Propofals to the Treafury ; that a few Days after thia 
Converfation with Sir Robert Walfdey they did lay this 
Pjropofal before the Treafury, Without any thing elfc paf- 
ling between them and Sir Robert in the Interval nor had 
the Examinant any Converfation with any other Lord of 
the Treafury before he offered his Propolal to the Board ;. 
that on Delivery of thefe Propofals he does not lecoUeQ * 
whether he was called in or no, nor can ht fay when he 
received the firft Notice of his Propofal being accepted, 
nor: by whom he was informed of it, but he thinks if any 
thing particular had happened on this Occafion. he muff ' 
have/remembered it ; nor does he recoiled; of meeting Mit 
Hfnbury Williams the Morning this Propofal was deli- 
vered ; this Examinant does indeed remember, that he 
one Morning met Lord Cathcart or Capt. WijSonj who de* 
liced a Meeting at ^x.Hanhury Williams's Omct^ but he is 
not fure that this was the Day of his Contrafts being 
agreed to, but rather believes it was a Week or a Fort- 
night after that : The fame Day this Meeting was defired^ 
Mr. Briftow and this Examinant met Lord Cathcart and 
Ckpt.Wilfony and Mr. Hanbury WilliamSj who came after ; 
that this Examinant does not conceive that Lord Cathcart 
would, defire a Meeting, or could have any thing to do 
with jthis Examinant and his Partner but as Contractors, 
and therefore he thinks this Meeting was after the 
Contract %vas paffed ; and he fuppofes the Intention of 
this Meeting was, that Lord Cathcart might be fatisfied 
that the Troops would not be difappointed, but that due 
Care would be taken to fupply them- with Money when 
abroad ; that at this Meeting Lord Cathcart talked to 
Capt, Wiljon of the Manner in which the Troops were to 
berpaid, faying to them, that if the Troops goiug to Ja^ 
malca were not paid at the fame Rate of Exchange as thofe 
from North Ammta^ it might occifion Difcontents, as hm 
remembered a K'utiny had liked to have happened in ftiin* 
dcrsi on the like Account ; that they faid they had nothing 
to do with the paying of the Troops, what they had ^on- 
tra&ed for w^ to deliver the Money at fucb a certain Rare ; 
^ . . . ' .' that 
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that this Examinatit takes it for grantied, that Lord Otb* 
cqrt^ by his Inquiry, wanted to know in what Specie the 
Troops fhould be paid, and not at what Rate the Money 
was to be furnilhed to the Deputy-Paymafter ; that this 
JExaminant does not remember there were any Difputes at 
this Meeting, whether the Contraft was a good or bad Con* 
tcad. or indeed whether there was mention made about it ; 
and he believes at the beginning of the Converfation, Lord 
Cstbcarf knew of the Concra£t being paffed, and he is per* 
fuaded that Capt. Wilfon knew it, becaufe the Gentleman^ 
who is gone over Deputy-Paymafter, was informed by the 
Exai^inant with every Step taken in this Af&ir, and he 
was intimate with Capt. Wilfon ; that this Examinant does 
not remember to have told Capt. Wilfon that the Contraft 
was paffed, but if he had met him, he believes he Ihould 
have told him, but he takes it for eranted that it was 
underflood to be done in their whole Confervation at that 
Meeting ; and he does not remember, that either Lx>rd 
dthcart or Capt* Wilfon ihew^ any Surprize at that time, 
on hearing it was done, and that he thinks that this 
Meeting with him and Mr. Brifiow, was on the footing 
o£ their being Concraftors for the Money ; th^t Lord 
Cathcart asked them, how they would fupply the Money, 
and they told him they would fend Foreign Gold ; ba( 
tlus Examinanc cannot remember if there was any Talk 
about Infurance^ Freight, and other Items ; that in this ' 
Cpnyerfation, which he does not know lafted half an 
Hour, many Things of another Nature were talked of 
between Lord Cathcart and Capt. Wilfon^ as about the Em* 
barkation of the Troops, &c. that though this Examinanc 
hajd contracted at 120/. he does not recollect that the 
Rate was mentioned at tliis Meeting. The reafon for fix* 
ing the Price at 1 20 /• was upon the Conlideration of the 
prpbable Fall of the Exchange at Jamaica^ when (b grqtc 
a pemand mud be made upon the Payment of fo large a 
Body of Troops ; th^t as the Exchange had advanced fince 
the laft War, from £i£ to 135, during which Time Arte 
not having been any extraordinary Demand for Money 
in that Ifland, the Reverfe might reafonably be expeded^ 
when a Demand of Money was made that greatly exceed- 
ed the natural Currency ; this plainly appeared upon Col. 
Bhhnef% Arrival with but 3000 Men, who with great 
Diffiv-ulties raifed between 9 and 10^000 /. at 120 /. and

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could not have procured more at above xia JL at leaft that 
was the Demand from thofe who had Money by thehi. 
In regard to the Par of Exchange between Jamaica and 
London^ I am not informed by what Rule that Calculation 
is made, unlcfs it be from the Value they have (lampc oa 
the Silver Specie of this Kingdom, a Shilling paffing there 
current for 15 d. which anfwers to the Exchange ot 125 h 

for 100/. 

From the Uncertainty of obtaining Money at Jamaica^ 

1 defired Mr. CaUhrooh to enquire at what Rate he coula 
procure Bills on that Place, and he informed me he could 
not get Bills at any fixt Rate, not even at 120, nor any 
other Price than what Ihould appear the current Ex- 
.change of the liland, as the fam6 fhould happen to be 
upon the Time their Bills ihould appear there ; we had 
then no other Refort, but to fend out fome Specie tofup- 
ply the Want of Currency in Jamaicay and in that there 
was no Certainty as to its Value, as whatfoever was the 
nominal Price, there appeared no Aft of Council to oblige 
any one to receive it ; and the Valuation is fo much out of 
Judgment, that no Man can conceive it to be made but by- 
Chance, as a Moeda of 27 s. is above 3 per Cent, hightec 
than a Moeda of 36 s. in Proportion to the intrinfick Va- 
lue of each, which determined us to buy heavy Portugal 
Money of the Bank, not only to prevent any Complaint, 
if received by Tale, but to anfwer their full Value, if re- 
ceived by Weight : The firft Parcel being heavy Money of 
26 s. each, which if had been obliged to fell at Jamaica 
by the Ounce, would have rendered Lofs inftead ot Profit 
to the Contraftors : The Infurance of this Money wasajt 

2 ^per 0»/. which went by the Men of War with the 
Troops^ but we apprehend we had theRifque of a Devia- 
tion,' if the Ships had been ordered to Carthagena, or any 
other Port buc to Jamaicaj which would have thro writ 
the.Rifquc on us 5 but if from any Accident the Ship 
where our Money was had. not arrived with the Troops^ 
we had then been at the Mercy of the Inhabitants, and in 
iucfa Cafe I would willingly have compounded for jo per 
Cent. Lofs : We agreed for iper Cr^/. Freight for all but 

.what we fent with'theTroopsjbut we are informed one of the 
Captains has fued our Agents fj^r a Freight of 2 ^per Cent

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The Charge of Shipping is bot at i fer Cent, for the 
peace of Guards, Iroa Chefis, Servants^ and Coaches, ta 
attend it, and for the Rifque and Charges of fending the 
Money in a Boat from Portfmouth to St. Helens. 

Tliat in regard to the nominal Value at Jamaica of the 
Gold Species, at a Medium, dedu6ling the CommilSon 
and Charges^ we allow there doth not remaui a Profit of 
fer Cent, upon the prcfent Contra£l : That no othebr 
erfons but Meff. Burrell and Briftow were confulted, or 
concerned in the Contract when they firft engaged in it ; 
that after the firft Embarkation, and this Examinant be- 
lieves after the fecond, but before the Contradt was raifed 
to 125, Sir Robert Walfole fpoke one Day to this Exami- 
nant, and told him that Mr* HanburyWilliams had defired 
him to ask the Contra^ors, that a riiend of his, a We/h' 
India Merchant, might have a Share in the Remittances ; 
but he added, you are to do juft as you pleafe ; I don't ask 
jou to let any Body in, for the Contra£l is yours ; that fome 
little Time afterwards, Mr, Hanbury Williams fpoke to this 
Examinant, and Mr. Briftow, telling him that he had a Re- 
lation, one Mr. Hanbury^ a Wpy?-/«iw Merchant, to whom 
he had Obligations ; and as he had Money and EifeAs at 
Jamaica^ he defired he might be concerned for the future 
one fourth Part with them, and fiiice that Time he has 
been accordingly concerned one fourth Part^ in what re-* 
lates to the nyment of the Marines in Mr. Hanhury 
WillioMs's Office ^ that Mr. Hanbury had wrote, as he told 
the Examinant, to his Correfpondents at Jamaica^ that in 
cafe any Money was wanting, he might pay it into the 
Hands of their Agents, and receive their Bills for the 
£vne ; but the Examinant faid, that though Mr. Hanhury 
wrote, no- ufe has been made of it ; that bebre this, Sic 
Robert Walf^ile never recommended any Perfon to be con- 
cerned, with the .Contta£tors, nor had any Knowledge of 
gny one that was, but that fome time afcer the Contrad: 
was p^iffed, he, the Examinant, asked Mr. Monfon, Deputy* 
Paymafter to Ms. Pelhawy whether he would take one 
fourth Part of it, telling him, that though the Profits 
might not be great, yet unlefs fome unforefeen Accident 
happened,^ the Lofs could not be much ; that MuManfo^ 
accepted of it., and has one fourth Part of the Contrad^. 

as 
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a« far as it relates to the Paymejft of the Troops in jthc 
Offi.e where he is Deputy ; and being asked if Mr. Monjon 
had any Effedts at Jamaica^ he faid, he could not tell, not 
had he any there himfelf, nor has he, Mr, Monjon^ advanced 
any Money, nor has he had any Share or 1 rouble of th^ 
Management, but is to fland his Share in the Kofit or Lofs 
Only* and befides thefe, noPerfon elfe is concerned with 
them, to the Knowledge of this Examinant ; that this 
Examinant did offer half his own Share to his Brother, 
and a Gentleman engaged in Hulinefs with him, bur they 
thought it too great Rifque for ,ihem to run ; he likewifc 
mejitioned it to another Gentleman, who would not ac- 
cept of it ; that tliefe Kefufals were very early, before anj 
thing was done in it, more than palling the Contra6^, and 
he mentions them to Ihew that he thouglit he had no great 
Bargain of it. A Copy of a Minute of the Trcafuiy lying 
before the Committee, dated the 2piho{ Janua'^y 1740-1^ 
relating to the KeFufal of the Agents of the Contradbri 
at Jamaica, to fupply the Troops under Col. Gouch and 
BUkeney with a Sum of Money, being read to this Exa- 
minant ; and it being therein faid, that Mr, Burrell 
agrees, that thof© Troops were always underftood, and 
intended as contained and included in his and Mr. 
Brifiow's Propofal to the Treafury, this Examinant faiJ, 
that Minute had miftaken their Meaning, for their Agree^; 
ment was for the Troops under Lord Qithcart, and thdfi 
he fliould find at Jamaica i2Lnd that this Examinant ne* 
ver underftood that the Troops under Col. Gouch and 
Col. Blakeney would be included in the Contradl, before 
the Arrival (rf" Lord Caihcart at Jamaica. That this Exa- ' 
minant believes, that it was about June or July 174X, 
that he had the firft Account from Jamaica of the Retu- 
fal of his Agents to comply with the Demands of the 
Deputy-Vaymafter, that the Contractors having Advice 
from Jamaica that there was no Money on the Ifland^ 
and that it was propofed that Notes cf Hand fhould have 
a Currency, they had applied to the Treafury for the 
Advance of a fecoi^d Sum ; , and that in December fol- 
lowing there being a iecojid Embarliation, they pro- 
cured a third Sum frpm the Treafury 'on Account of 
the Convenience they had offending it.

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And beinp: further examined this 15th Day of June ^ he fakl 
that Mr. Colcbrooke^ the Deputy Paymafter, who went with 
Lord Cathcarty fupplied the Place of an Agent for the Exami- 
nant, and the other Contractor ; and that Mr. Colehrooke 
had a Comnuflion of one f^r Cent* only. And he added, that 
there never had been any Money advanced to the ContraSors, 
without their delivering a Memorial to the Treafury.

JO HN BRISTOW^ Efquire being examined in the 
moft folemn Manner this 30th Day of April 1742, faid. 
That the firft Notice he had, relating to the Remittances, 
was from Mr. Burrelly who told him, that probably there 
Would be a Contraft for fupplying the Troops under Lord 
Cathcart with Money ; and he thinks Mr. 5«rr^// mentioned 
his having talked to Sir Robert IValpole about it, but he can- 
not be pofitive. That Mr. Burr ell asked him, this Examinant, if 
he would be concerned, to which he agreed, and then between 
them formed a Propofal to be laid before the Lords of the 
Xi'eafury ; that previous to the laying of it before theTreafu- 
yv, they waited on Sir Robert TFalpole^ who was then at 
Chelfea^ the Seffions (as this Examinant Mieves) being ended ; 
that in this Propofal, bethinks, they mentioned 120 per Cent, 
as the Rate at which they would agree to furnifh the Monqy. 
Sir Robert faid, that he expe6!:ed they fhould offer it at a rea- 
ifpnable P/ofit, that thePublick may be well ferved. That 
this Examinant cannot rec-olleft any other Converfati6ri that 
pafled either with Sir Robert Walpole^ or any body elfe, before 
their Propofal was communicated to the Treafury ; nor does 
he believe diat they fpoke about it to any other Lord of the 
Treafury ; that when it was laid before the Treafury, he does 
not remember whether they went with the Propofals them- 
fjglves, but is inclined to believe they did ; and that they deliver- 
ed it to fome Pfcrfon in Office, who carried it in; that he 
cannot remertiber whether there were any Debates about it, 
hot whether he was called in or no ; but from a Copy of a 
Minute of Treafury lying on die Table before the Committee, 
he thinks the Propofals were immediately accepted, and he is 
pretty furc he bad Notice of it when it was accepted, though 

he 
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he cannot fay by whom, nor can he be fure that at that Time 
he acquainted Mr. Hanbury Williams he had agreed : That 
he remembers the Meeting of Lord Cathcart^ Mr. Hcnibttry 
Williams y^ndi Capt. Wilfon^ at Mr. Ha^hury Williams* s Of- 
fice, where Mr. Burr ell was likewife prefent, but he is 
pretty fure no-body from Mr. PelhatrC^ Office was there, and 
believes it was in July 1740; and believes it was after the 
Contraft was pafled, tho' he cannot fay it was that Day ; 
nor can he remember who firft propofed this Meeting, tho* 
he believes Lord Cathcart ; nor where or when the Agree- 
ment to meet was made ; that the Subftance of the Conver- 
fation at this Meeting was, the manner in which the Troops 
were to be paid ; that Lord Cathcart talked about the Pay of 
the Troops ; but this Examinant cannot tell if Lord Cathcart 
fuppofed the Contraft to be pafled, or to be only a Propofal ; 
tho* he apprehends that the Contraft was then made, and that 
Lord Cathcart knew it was made, becaufe otherwife they, 
as Contradfors, cduld have nothing to do with Lord Cathcart ; 
that this Eximinant believes it might be poflible Lord Cathcart 
might except to die paying of the Troops at a low Rate ; 
that this Examinant and his Partner faid in Subftance, that 
the Rate the Troops were to be paid at, was no Concern of 
theirs j that their Bufinefs was only to fupply the Moojey at a 
certain Rate but this Examinant does not apprehend that 
the Troops were to be paid at a lower Rate than what they 
had contrafted for. That this Examinant thinks Lord Cathcart 
defired to know in what Specie they intended to fend out 
their Money ; that they told him in Portugal Gold ; that 
the Contraftors propofed the Rate of 120 /. Jamaica Money, 
fbr 100 /. Sterling, for the following Reafons ; that they 
were to flirnifh Money in a Place where there was not mudi 5 
that therefore in Cafe a confiderable Sum was demanded at 
once,- the Owners of the Money would make the moflufe of 
it they couM, and lower the Exchange under the Rate of 120/. 
^t which they had contrafted for ; that Colonel Blakmey be- 
Fore Lord Cathcarfs Arrival, drew on , the Pay-Office.for a 
fmall Sum, and this with Difficulty as he has heard, at, of un* 
idcr 120, and had he wanted a large Sum, he muft have doubt^ 
lefs drawn even fHll lower ; that this put them under a Ne- 
ceffity.of fending out Funds or Monqr to fupply the Want of 
Currency in that -Place ; that as Men of Biiflnefs, it was na- 
tural'fbr them to conflder Ae (everal Species of Money which 
it might be^proper to fend thither; - that in this they found a 
'•^ • ' Ha great 
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great Variety ; that they could not find there was any Law to 
fettle the Currency of different Species of Coin, and the differ 
rent Species of Coin were aSually at different Proportions of 
Value in their Currency, the Guinea in particular being at 9 
lower Rate than the 36 Shilling Pieces, and both thefe lower 
than the 27 Shilling Pieces ; t£t this Examinant is not fure, 
that any confiderable Sum of Moidores or 36 Shilling Pieces 
were there liefore, and they were apprehenfive that Ae Sum 
fbnt out by the Contraftors, which was the greateft Part. in 36 
Shilling Pieces, and the reft in Moidores, might, on its Arrival 
zt Jamaica^ be reduced to an EquaTity with Guineas; and in 
l>rder to prevent in fome Meafure the Lofs which muft at- 
tend an Alteration in the Value of thefe feveral Species, which 
was not improbable, when the Difproportion fhould come to 
be confidered at the Ifland of Jamaic<i^ the Cbntra£iors fent 
the major Part of the Supply, by the Fleet under Sir Clmhner 
Oglc^ in weighty Portugal Gold of a6ShiIlii^ Pieces^ that at 
all Events they might be the Value in Gold ; that the 
Cpntra£ior8 fent their Mon^jy on board three Men of War 
and infured it, but notwithftanding this, they were liable to 
many.Rifques and Accidents^ for had the Men of War been or- 
dered to any other Place, this would have been a Devia- 
tion from the Voyage, and would have vacated the In- 
furance ; and that the very Want 0/ the Money at 
Jamaica , or even what wa& on board one Ship only, 
though it had not been loft, would have funk the Ex- 
change, and that this was |io improbable Accident, for 
three 9r four of the Capital Men of War wete aftually feparated 
from the Fleet and driven to Zi>^«, and had the Money been 
on board either of thefe Ships, the Contractors would have 
been under great Difadvantages, as thqy muft have raifed it at 
Jamaica at a great Lofs ; and as it was, aU tt)e Money fent out,, 
bad, upon the Arrival of the Fleet, no xnore£i{e£t than tq 
raife the Exchange to 1 30 /. and fmall Smjioxs foon after got up 
to 135, and 140; foon after which the Contradors cametQ 
a new Agreement at i ^ ; that they have been told lately, that 
tJbiie Vi^ualling and Navy have drawn ^ 1 35 and X40 ; but this 
being for. Stores and Provifions, is not liko Money, but is reall^^ 
no Exchange at all ^ and this Examinant did not inform himfeu 
of tt;e {(.ates at ^x^ch the N^vy apd YiAualling drew when, 
he was delit>erating abp^t his ^wn Contra^ : {if added, that 
^e ha$ fuiceWn told, that thelndependemCoo^taniesat^n 
mU^ prepaid 91 125 \ ^lat he bdifvc^ ttiijit4u^ oi^ commu- 

lucate 
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fiicate a Memorial, containing the Reafons for fixing the Cur* 
rency at 120 to Lord Orford^ before this EJxaminant's Me- 
morial of the 5th of February laft was laid before the Treafurjr ; 
that foon after liordCfffi&c^r^'s Arrival, yitffitMvs Merewetber 
and Mannings their Correipondents, from a Mifunderfbnding, 
did rcfufe to fumifh Money for the Troops ; but the Dqmty 
Paymafler, Mr. Colebreoke^ drew on Mr. Pelbam ; that this 
Examinant believes, that the Reafon of the Refufal of their 
Agents, was dietr thinking they could make a greater AdvaiH 
tage of their Money from the Neceffity of the PuUick, than 
what they Would get by comjJying with our CommifGon 5 
the Reafon urged by them was the indefinite Demand of Mr. 
CoUbroakij who refufed to fpecify either the Sums, or the 
Times when they would be wanted : That as the Contradors 
were to jjay the Difference of thefe Bills drawn on Mr. C$le^ 
hrBoke if they had been under 120 or 125 per Cent^ thq^ 
thought they had a Right to thofe Bills when-drawn at a higher 
Rate, and they accordingly took them up, and paid diem as 
foon as due with Money they received from the Pay Office ; 
but thefe Bills are flill in difpute, and our Contradl does not 
fubfifl any longer; for die Lords of the Treafury have, within 
diis Day or two, given Orders to the Deputy at Jamaica to 
draw on the Pkymafter ; that no Perfons were concerned with 
diem in their Contnu^ till after it was agreed to ; but that now 
Mr. Monforiy Deputy Paymafler to Mr. Pethanty and Mr. 
Hanbury^ .a Merchant, are Sharers : Mr. Manfon hath a fourth 
Part of what is paid in the OfHce where he is Deputy ; Mr* 
Hanbury has, from a certain Time, been indded to a fourth 
Part of what relates to the Marines, which are paid in Mr. 
Bmdmry WiUtams*s Office ; that the OfFer to Mr. Mohfm 
was made joindy by the Contradoi^ on their own Modon, and 
widKxit the D^e or Knowledge, as he believes, of any other 
Peffon whatfoever, and before any Remittances were made i 
and he never offered a Share to any Perfon but Mr. Mmfm ; 
4uit as to Mr. Htmburvy Sir Robirt ^^ij^^Zr mentioned to them 
liai Mr. Himbury WiUiams defired his Reladon, Mr. Hanbwy^ 
hoxAA haveaPart; that Sir iloi^^/ had been fpoketoby IV^. 
fPTBiam about it ; but he. Sir Hobert^ told the Contnidors 
he left it to dxemfdvesi and it is moft probable, Sir Rdiert 
tPalpok mentioned this to the ContiadoFs before Mr. Hankury 
fFimam$ fpoke to them ; that neitheft Mr. Mmfmy or Mr. 
Hai^urxi have advanced any Money on this Affair, nor uh 
4se4 tor^ tibc CoQtz^uSois themfelves properly advanced any 
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Money ; for on delivering their Bills drawn at Sight on Janmica 
to the Paymafter here, ht fumifhed the Money for them, as is 
the conftant Praftice of the Pay Office, whenever Bills of 
Exchange arc fiirnifhed, payable in foreign Parts by the Drawers 
of fuch Bills, or by Draughts from Jamaica on the Pay Office, 
to make good fuch Sums as are raifed for the Service on the 
Ifland. 

And being further examined this 22d Day of ^une^ I742> 
faid. That the Contraftors allowed to Mr. Colehrwke^ who 
carried out the Money fent - with Lord Cathcarty One per 
Cent, Commiffion 5 but the further Sums which have been 
fince fent out, and all other Tranfaftions relating to this Af- 
fiair have been managed by their Agents at yamaica^ to whom 
they are to pay Two per Cent, 

And further faid, that an AfKon has been brought againft 
their Agent at Jamaica hy Captain Knowles^ for 2 t per Cent. 
Freight, for the Money which he carried out, at the Time of 
Lord Caihcarfs going on the Expedition, for which, as the 
Examinant is informed, Capt. Knowles has obtained a Vcrdift, 
which if the Contractors fhould be obliged to pay, will be a 
Precedent for other Captains of Men of War by whom 
Money was fent out at the fame time.

CHJRrLES Hanbury Williams , Efquire, being examined 
in the moft folemn Manner, this 30th Day of April y 
174.2, faid. That on the 9th of July laft, as he thinks, being 
in his Chariot, he met Meffrs. J$urrell and BriJipWy who told 
Bim, That they had made an Agreement with the Treafury 
for remitting Money to pay the Troops at the Rate of 120 /. 
Jamaica Money for 100 1, Sterling; that after meeting Meffrs. 
BurrelldSii BriJloWy he went to the Treafury, and, he thinks, 
he faw Lord Cathcart in one of the Rooms of the Treafury, 
and thinks he talked of what Meffrs. Burrell and Brijlow had 
told him to Lord Cathcart \ but he is not pofitive. That the 
fame Day there was a Meeting at his Office in Scotland X^rJ^ 
at which were prefent Lord C^/A^^r/, Capt. Alexander IVilfony, 
Mr. Burrell, Mr. Brijlow, and this Examinant ; but he can- 
not fay any body elfe 5 . in particular he cannot fay Mr. Mon-* 
Jon was.prefent ; that this Meeting was defired that Morning,' 
either by Lord Cathcart or by Captain Wilfon, at his Inftance, 
but he cannot tell which y he thinks they all met at the Trea-" 
^ • fury. 
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fury, and' went from thence to the Office ; that the Conver-. 
fation, which lafted two Hours, turned on the proper Means 
of carrying Mieffrs. Burrell and Briftowh Contraft into Ex- 
ecution, and preventing the Troops from being difappointed 
for want of Money ; Aat he inclines to imagine, that Lord' 
Cathcart knew that the Agreement was made. This Examinant 
asfked Meflrs. BurrcU and Brijiow^ what Money they had 
fent over, and what Credit they had eftablifhed for thisPur- 
pofe ; but that this was a Queftion arifmg from his own Care 
and Curiofity only ; that he believes Lord Cathcart faid, he 
had heard that the Elxchange in the City was 130 or 135 ; 
that if the Troops were paid at 120, the Difference might 
cccafion an Uncafincfs among them ; that what Lord Cathcart 
fiiid, was rather repining and difliking the low Rate of Ex- 
change they had agreed for, than difputing about it ; that in 
Coniequence of this Diflike of Lord Cathcart\ Meffrs. Bur^ 
rell and Brijlow entered into a Detail about Exchanges, en- 
deavouring from thence to (hew, that they could not afford to 
remit cheaper ; but this Examinant did not underftand all they 
faid on this Head ; that Meflrs. Burrell and Brijiow talked .of 
their Agreement as made ; but whether at the Beginning or 
End of the Meeting, he caxmot fay : That he cannot fay or 
remember that Mx,j3urrell^ at the End of the Converfation, 
told them he had agreed with the Treafury ; nor can he fay, 
that he heard Lord Cathcart mention the American Troops as 
then paid at a higher Rate of Exchange. 

N: jB. Charles Hanhury TFtlliams^ Efq; being now at Batbj 
could not fign his Examination ; but it was read over to 
the Committee twice, and was found to be agreeable to 
the Minutes then taken. 
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7JMES Knight^ Efquire, being examined in the mofl 
folemn Manner, this 3d Day of Mayi, 1742, faid, That

were paid for in BiHs of Exchange in London^ and had by his 
JEmployments the Means of being acquainted with the Re- 
mittance 
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mhtanoe fiom tfaBt Bhiid, both In Spede and in Bills ; that die 
•Exdiof^ between yamaica and LaiubnhsLSy for 7 Years paft, 
varied verylxttk, being from 140 to 125, but generally 14O9 
very few BSIs bong drawn under that Rate, excepting parti- 
cular Contrads in the Sales of Negroes, Eflatcs, or other 
JEfFeAs, when die Elxchange has fomdmes been agreed on at 
135 and fbmetimes at i^y'y the Difference in the Exchange 
being confidered m the Purchafe. Tlie South Sea Company 
in particular, fetded their Exdiange at 135 /«r Ceitt. at \ibidi 
Kate they draw for confiderahle Sums, and in Confideradon 
of the Exdiange, and the Number of N^roes they bought,. 
tbqr had them at a Pnce accordii^y, the ranters paying 35 
and 36 per Head, in Bills at 140 /. per Cent, and 38 ami 40 
in Sug^, or odier Produce of the Bland, when the Company, 
by means of their Bills being at a lower Exchange, fiimiihed 
tfaemfelves at 31 and 32 /. per Head Jamaica Currency ; that 
he has now a Bill of 000 /. drawn on the Ordnance at 140, 
and he has had two others of 500 /. each, drawn on the fame 
Office, and other publick BiU^, as weH as private, at the fame 
Rate within the h& Twelve Months ; that the Independent 
Companies conftandy draw at 140/. as he has heard and be^ 
licves, except one or two Officers who have bad Credit. That 
he believes, before the War, the Bills remitted from 'Jamaica. 
to Englandy including thefe drawn by the Sotith Sea Conipany,^ 
may have amounted to 100,000/. per Ann. that there are be*^ 
fides, great Sums fent from thence to England in Specie ; that 
before the War it was common for fingle Men of War to 
bring 40 or 50,000/. from thence ; and he beKeves, including 
the Money fent over by the South Sea Company, upwards of 
500,000/. per Atm. in Specie^ VK;as ufually remitted from 
JamaUa at a Medium, befor6 the Commencement of the 
War \, lliat the Specie of Jamaica confifts diicfly in Spamjh 
Coin, there are feme Spamjh Piftoles and Dubloons ; that there 
is a Law in Jamaica, made about the Year 1681, which 
a/certain^thq Currency of 5^«/^Monejr, and makes it Felony 
todiminifhor felfify it; but tho* he has known Pexfons tried upon 
the Law; yet, in general, it is not much obferved, the Coin 
beinffcomnaonlydipt and diminiflied of it^ true Weight; and 
Ae rcrtugat Money is not inclfided in it, becaufe diere was 
ihen noi^e upon the Stand. That when this Examinant hearit 
that die Troc^ were gc^g to Jamaica, he enquired how they 
were to' be paid ; and on wing told, ttet the Treafury would 

coDt^rafir wnb pnv^^te Ptrfons for diat Purpofe, he did himfelf 

intend 
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intend, to make, an Offer for the fiinlifliing of the Money ne*'. 
ceflary ; but. in very few D^ys after, he heard the Treafurjr 
had agreed with Meifirs. Burrell and Brijimv^ at the Rate of 
120/. j^amaita Money for 100/. Sterling ; that this Exami- 
nant does not believe, that the Treafury ever gave Notice that 
they "iiitended any fuch Contrafl:; that indeed he does not 
know that a formal publick Notice has ever been given by 
the Treafury on fuch OceaAons ; but he has heard, that in 
QuQcn.jfnne^s War, theTreafyry, when they have had /iich. 
Contra£b in View, have communicated their Intentions' fb- 
Merchants, which was in Effeft the fame thing, and was what 
this Examinant expe£led in the prefent Cafej and had this 
been done, this Examinant believe^, that feveral others befidea. 
himfelf, would have propofed to have fumifhed the Govern- 
ment with Money at jisiOTtf/V^ : That this Ejominant would have, 
fumifhed the Money at the Rate of 130/. p^r Cent, provided 
he coiild have obtained the fame Advancement which he has 
heard was made to Mef&s.

IMuft beg leave to reprefent to your Grace, That the fix- 
ing of the Payment of the Troops at 120 Jamaica Curren- 
cy, will, I apprehend, be attended with Inconveniencies ; up- 
on the Money's being tendered to the Pay-mafters, great 
Difcontent was expreffed by the Officers, and feme a£hially 
refufed to receive it^ of which being immediately apprifed, 
I have taken Meafures to put a Stop tq any further Com- 

{ilaints ; but as we ihall have a Detachment from the Jamaica 
ndependant Companies, who are paid at 125 per Cent.

I have fcarnt, that when the Regiments of Cope and Hay 
arrived in this Ifland, the Aflembly, in Confideration of the 
Dearnefs of all Neceflaries, then pafled aft" A<5 to make them 
an Allowance of Provifions at the Country's Expence ; and I 
am well informed, that Provifions are at this Time 50 per 
Cent, dearer than they were then. 

I confirm, that the Oifeers of the Independent Companies 
have an Allowance of 20 Shillings, and each private Man 5 x. 
per Week, for which lo^ooo /. is raifed annually by the Af- 
femhly. . 

My Duty requires me to fecond your Zeal in His Majefty's 
Service to the utmoft of my Ability, in the Deportment you* 
have been pleafed to honour me with ; and it is with Joy that I caii 
inform you, that by occafion of the great Sum of Money iflucd 
by you, and brought to this Place in Specie, the Combination' 
entred into to dif&els me in raifing Money for the Ufe of the-

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not fucceed, even at iioL It is well known, the Bhnd of 
Jamaica \as no Species of its own, but is fupptted chiefly, if 
not entirely,' by what' it* draws fix)m the Spanijb fVeft Indies 
for Ballance of Trade, and of this a very fnudl Quantinr does, 
or can remain in the Ifland, for this keafon, becaufe Silver, in 
which that Ballance is paid, bears a higher Price in England in 
Proportion to the Exchange, than it does at Jamaica \ aiid 
the Currency of the Ifland is fo inconfiderable, tint it is ex- 
treamly difficult to recover Debts of any Kind but in Sugar, 
or fome other Produce of the Hantation. 

The Par of Exchange between England and Jamaica^' is 
deemed to be 125' for every 100/. Sterling ; but as the Ex- 
change between any two Places depends upon many Contin- 
gencies and Incidents, no fixt Price or Courfe can be afcer- 
tained ; but as more or lefs Money is to be paid at one Place 
or the other, it muft eternally vary. The Exchai^ nught 
be at 125, or higher, whilft the Ifland of Jamaica remained 
upon the fame Footing with regard Co England^ which it had 
been for many Years ; but the Moment England was obliged' 
to pay fo laige a Sum in Jamaica for Subflftence of the Troops, 
the Cafe muft alter, as it did widi regard to Colonel Blakeney^ 
who, before the Arrival of the Forces under General ffent- 
worthy could, with Difliculty raife a finall Sum for SuUiftence 
of the American Regiments at 120 ; and had not this inevitable 
^'Cdnfequence been forefeen by us, and the Money for tfie 
whole to have been raifed vepsa the Bland, no Man can fay at 
wbat Rate the Perfons in Poflieffion of the Currency would 
have given it,, or what Price the Exchange would have Men 
tb ; but if a Judgment may b& form'd from the above Ihflance,' 
it muft have be^ greatly under 12b.
